is office on the third floor of temporary City Hall is tastefully decorated, but 
what else would be expected of notoriously tasteful San Francisco Mayor 


A Willie L. Brown Jr.? One of the windows looks out over Van Ness Avenue and 
across the street at the permanent City Hall, enveloped in scaffolding and 
surrounded by huge, industrial cranes; it is expected to be open next year, 
despite huge cost overruns and a fire last month that damaged work on the dome. 

Sitting in his office for an interview, he left the conference table to take a quick 
phone call. His end of the conversation went something like this: “If so-and-so 
does something, the city will react...” The call ended and Brown said, “That was 
Carole,” referring to Assemblywoman Carole Migden, the powerful lesbian in 
Sacramento who represents San Francisco’s 13th district. It’s the seat Brown left 
to become mayor of the city that Outlook, a business magazine, ranked number 
one in the country in its January cover story that featured the mayor. 

An interview with Brown is unlike almost any other; fie is known for his extem¬ 
poraneous style and when he sat down with the Bay Area Reporter for an exclusive 
interview Thursday, March 5, it was a free-for-all; no questions needed to be sub¬ 
mitted in advance, which cannot be said for some high-ranking local leaders. 

It was the first time Brown has talked with the local gay press since becoming 
mayor. He spoke candidly, and made it clear he is committed to the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender community. It shows in various policies, laws, and, even 
more importantly, San Francisco’s $3.4 billion budget. While Brown’s been regu-

Ammiano calls for hearing 
of task force's proposals

T he Accountability on Nonprofits 
Task Force convened by Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano has 
reached consensus on four areas 
related to opening up agencies that 
receive city funding, including the 
thorny matter of city representation 
on nonprofit boards. At the Monday, 
March 9 Board of Supervisors meet¬ 
ing, Ammiano commended task force 
members for their work and request¬ 
ed a hearing be held before the 
board’s Finance Committee as soon 
as possible. The task force began its 
work last pionth and has now com¬ 
pleted its task after three^productive 
meetings, said the supervisor. 

“I have my fingers crossed,” Am¬ 
miano said of being able to draft leg¬ 
islation that will be approved. The 20- 
member task force included activists, 
nonprofit administrators, and non¬ 
profit board members, some of whom

C astro Street and controversy are synony¬ 
mous. Never was this more apparent 
than at the Thursday, March 5, meeting 
of Merchants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC). There, business people met 
with opposition from the clergy over what to

Don’t Hand It 
Out” will soon appear in every shop window 
and be passed out to every visitor. They 
wanted the trickle of money going to street

Homeless panhandlers tell of 
'life at the bottom' in the Castro

E ven as merchants in the Castro commer¬ 
cial district ready a campaign to discour¬ 
age donations to street people, hoping 
thereby to rid the sidewalks of vagrants 
and panhandlers, a few spare-change solicitors 
in the vicinity expressed frustration at being 
mischaracterized and misunderstood. 

“I’m not really homeless, I’m houseless,” 
said Doug, 25, last Saturday afternoon. He 
stood beneath the awning of a Mexican food 
restaurant, keeping as dry as possible during 
one of the countless El Nino downpours he 
has weathered during his six-months as a Cas¬ 
tro neighborhood “resident.” 

“I try to thrive in this community, and give 
back to the community,” Doug explained. “I 
try to help people when I can. Like that little 
old lady, Rose, who walks real slow. I always

handlers,” to dry up. They wanted homeless 
people to abandon doorways, stay out of 
people’s way, stop hassling passers-by, and 
deposit their litter, urine, and feces else¬ 
where. They welcomed Mission Station Po¬ 
lice Captain Greg Suhr’s announcement that 
a third police officer, Jim Barron, would be 
added four days a week to the Castro beat. 

Steve Adams of Sterling Bank and Trust 
said he was fed up with under-25 “punks who 
stand on the street, chase you down the street, 
and yell at you. They move all around the city.”

Missing victim sought, feared harmed 


of the new trial. 

One witness for the prosecu¬ 
tion expressed shock and disbelief 
at the hung jury, saying he cer¬ 
tainly couldn’t understand how 
the jury could have been leaning 
toward acquittal. 

“I stood there and watched 
these men beat and attack 
Thomas Mason and this Koolas 
guy,” the man said. 

Where’s the victim? 

Ron Huberman, an investiga¬ 
tor for the District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice, said he hopes Koolas will 
contact his office. Koolas has been 
reported missing, and Huberman 
fears he might have come to harm 
somewhere, in some way. “We’re 
very concerned about his welfare,” 
he said. 

Prior to the trial, Koolas was 
presumed to have gone into hid¬ 
ing. According to Community 
United Against Violence, the 
young man had not wanted to en¬ 
dure the trial’s psychological rig¬ 
ors. Bee said that while that might 
be true, it’s also likely Koolas was 
“afraid of retribution” if he testi¬ 
fied against his alleged attackers. 

“Koolas maybe terrified by the 
idea of testifying,” agreed Huber¬ 
man. “He suffered a very traumat¬ 
ic experience, and he may fear for 
his life.” 

Assuming Koolas is safe some¬ 
where, but keeping out of sight, 
Huberman wants to assure him 
his office will do all in its power to 
protect him if he surfaces to con¬ 
front his attackers in court. He 
urges Koolas to call him to at least 
discuss his concerns. 

Koolas, whose friends call him 
“JP”, is known to have been a fre¬ 
quent patron of the Polk Gulch 
on Polk Street. 

Huberman said that without 
Koolas, the chances for a convic¬ 
tion in the retrial remain slim. 
“The defense was able to villainize 
him in his absence,” he observed. 

Bee said that while the best 
hopes for a conviction rest on 
Koolas, a guilty verdict may still 
be possible in the second trial be¬ 
cause “I know what the defense 
will do.” T

gued were victims of a homopho¬ 
bic bashing near the Church and 
Market intersection in December 
1996. One of those men failed to 
appear for the trial, and is report¬ 
ed missing. District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan’s office has initiat¬ 
ed a search for the young man, 
hoping he has not come to any 
harm. 

The alleged perpetrators in the 
case, who remain in custody 
pending retrial or posting of bail, 
were Justo Rivera, Eltro Nelson, 
and Randolph Rodrigues. Prose¬ 
cution witnesses had testified the 
men used a pit bull dog as a 
weapon in a deliberate attack on 
John Paul Koolas and Thomas 
Mason. While Mason testified in 
the trial, Koolas vanished shortly 
before the proceedings began. 

Jurors in the trial, after delib¬ 
erating for more than a week, de¬ 
clared they were unable to reach a 
unanimous verdict. 

“I’m very disappointed,” said 
Assistant District Attorney Maria 
Bee, who prosecuted the case. She 
said her office would immediate¬ 
ly retry the case. A new San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court trial date has 
been set for Monday, April 6. 

Bee told the Bay Area Reporter 
the jurors had been leaning to¬ 
ward “not guilty” verdicts in sev¬ 
eral major charges against the 
men, with only two or three hold¬ 
outs keeping the defendants from 
being declared innocent. Earlier 
in their deliberations, the jury de¬ 
livered “not guilty” verdicts in 
three minor charges. 

“The sense among the jurors 
was that the whole incident was 
confusing,” said Bee. “They also 
weren’t convinced the witnesses 
actually saw what they said they 
saw. And there was some blaming 
of the victims going on. Some ju¬ 
rors asked themselves, ‘What did 
these guys do to make this hap¬ 
pen?”’ 

Bee added that in many cases, 
the jurors couldn’t agree on the 
facts in the case. Because the inci¬ 
dent involved many witnesses 
with many different vantage 
points, “it wasn’t a neat package.” 

Bail for the three defendants, 
originally set at $150,000 each, 
was reduced to $10,000 each in 
the wake of the non-verdict. Bee 
said the lower bail may allow the 
defendants to be released from in¬ 
carceration pending the outcome

Legal Question?

f ffective immediately, Sec¬ 
tion 8 housing certificates 
1 W and vouchers in San Fran¬ 
cisco will be increased to more re¬ 
alistically reflect the high rent paid 
here; the waiver was signed March 
7 by Art Agnos, secretary’s repre¬ 
sentative with the federal Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
Department. The waiver came just 
days after Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano held a hearing March 5 before 
the board’s Housing and Neigh¬ 
borhood Services Committee to 
discuss two federal housing pro¬ 
grams — Section 8 housing cer¬ 
tificates and vouchers; and the 
Housing Opportunities for People 
With AIDS (HOPWA) grants. 

Agnos’s waiver affects the Sec¬ 
tion 8 program, stated Joan Hall, 
HUD operations officer in a March 
9 letter to Ammiano. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Housing Authority, which adr 
ministers the Section 8 program, 
was informed of the waiver by 
Hall’s office that same day. 

Ammiano, who’s been working 
on the housing issues for several 
months, was extremely pleased to 
have some action taken so soon 
after Hall and other local officials 
testified at last week’s hearing. She 
and representatives from the city’s 
Redevelopment Agency, which ad¬ 
ministers the HOPWA program, 
acknowledged that skyrocketing 
rents in the city as well as a less 
than one percent vacancy rate have 
combined to make finding afford¬ 
able housing next to impossible. 
Those in the Section 8 or HOPWA 
programs often face additional ob¬ 
stacles to finding housing, includ¬ 
ing the refusal of some landlords 
to accept the federally funded 
vouchers or certificates for a por¬ 
tion of the monthly rent. Ammi¬ 
ano is working on those issues, as 
well as closing a loophole in local 
law that allows both programs to 


be exempt from the owner move- 
in eviction moratorium adopted 
last year by the board. Discrimina¬ 
tion against people living with 
AIDS (PWA) is another hurdle 
many must overcome. 

“I’m really pleased and respect 
Art Agnos for moving so quickly. 
I’m really happy I started this 
process,” Ammiano told the B.A.R. 

Last week, Hall told a packed 
hearing room that Agnos was 
considering making the change; 
the waiver he approved allows 
rents to be paid at 120 percent of 
the current fair market rent 
(FMR) level. That is a figure es¬ 
tablished by HUD for the metro¬ 
politan statistical area that in¬ 
cludes San Francisco, San Mateo, 
and Marin counties. The FMR is 
40 percent of the mean rent and is 
presently out of date. Agnos also 
waived the restriction on applica¬ 
tion of the 120 percent FMR to 
permit this higher level of rent to 
be paid. Tenants will continue to 
pay 30 percent of their income, 
and these higher rents will not 
add to rental costs for the tenants. 

The problem with the FMR, 
Ammiano and other agree, is that 
the low figure used to determine 
the subsidy amount makes it very 
difficult for a person to find hous¬ 
ing and sometimes keeps people 
from qualifying for some apart¬ 
ments. With the waiver, tenants 
will get a higher subsidy, meaning 
they will have a wider range of 
places to search. 

“It’s a fairer estimate of rents 
here in San Francisco,” Ammiano 
said when he announced the 
HUD change at Monday’s super¬ 
visors meeting. 

Under the new rent levels listed 
in Hall’s letter, the following ceil- * 
ings will apply: studios will go 
from $603 to an allowable $724; 
one bedroom units, from $78Fto 
an allowable $937; two bedroom 
units, from $987 to an allowable 
$1,184; three bedroom units, from

$1,354 to an allowable $1,625; and 
four bedroom units, from $1,432 
to an allowable $1,718. 

“We hope that the increase in 
allowable rents will encourage 
more landlords to continue with 
this program, and encourage 
other landlords to accept tenants 
using Section 8 certificates and 
vouchers,” Hall stated. 

Ammiano said the waiver will 
also affect HOPWA subsidies as 
they, too are based on the FMR. 
Hall indicated in her letter that the 
city can request a higher payment 
directly from HUD and can seek 
authority for rental payments that 
exceed the 120 percent of the FMR. 

Closing the loophole 

Ammiano will continue to 
work with officials to get waivers 
from some HOPWA guidelines 
that prevent people from using 
those subsidies. Under the 
HOPWA program, roommates 
are not allowed, nor can people 
live in single room occupancy ho¬ 
tels (SRO). Additionally, HOPWA 
and Section 8 programs are both 
exempt from the city’s rent con¬ 
trol laws. “They can be kicked out

the Fairmont Hotel will be hosted 
by singer/songwriter Janis Ian. 

LAVA event chair Maureen 
O’Leary is excited that Ian took 
time from her present tour for her 
new album, Hunger, to host the 
evening’s festivities. “Janis is look¬ 
ing forward to meeting, the LAVA 
audience,” O’Leary said, “and she 
will perform one or two songs as 
well as deliver the keynote ad¬ 
dress.” 

This year three women are 
being honored with a LAVA 
award. Dianne Felix has been a 
leader in organizing the gay and 
lesbian Latino/a community for 
over 25 years. Felix is presently 
program director for Proyecto 
ContraSIDA Por Vida, a neigh¬ 
borhood-based multi-gender or¬ 


ganization offering services to 
both HIV-positive and -negative 
youth, including lesbians and bi¬ 
sexual women in the heart of San 
Francisco’s Mission District.

A for¬ 
mer “Teacher of the Year” of San 
Mateo County, Fulton was co¬ 
founder and is presently co-chair 
of San Mateo county Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN), and serves on the board 
of Peninsula PFLAG. 

Ellen Gavin founded Brava! for 
Women in the Arts and has been 
executive/artistic director for the 
past 11 years, and has been a long¬ 
time activist and arts community 
organizer. Gavin was one of the 
first women firefighters in the San 
Francisco Fire Department, which 
inspired her critically acclaimed 
play The Roof's on Fire! 

The LAVA awards program is a 
fundraiser for “A Fund of Our 
Own,” a charitable fund of the Bay 


Area Career Women (BACW) 
that is administered by the Hori¬ 
zons Foundation. The fund has 
provided grants to numerous les¬ 
bian programs related to health, 
human services, legal rights, edu¬ 
cation, arts, and culture. Over 
$194,000 has been disbursed by 
the fund over the past five years. 

Last year’s dinner, featuring 
comedienne Suzanne Westenhoe- 
fer and keynote speaker Assem¬ 
blywoman Sheila Kuehl, drew al¬ 
most 550 attendees and raised 
over $25,000. O’Leary hopes that 
this year’s dinner will break the 
600 mark in attendance.

Gay bars hit in 
smoking crackdown

: ore than a quarter of the 
: San Francisco bars and 
restaurants that have been 
cited for violating the statewide 
ban on smoking since January 1 
have been gay bars, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

As of Friday, February 6, in¬ 
spectors had cited a total of 14 es¬ 
tablishments over their inability 
or unwillingness to make cus¬ 
tomers comply with California’s 
smoking ban. Of those 14, four 
have mostly gay clienteles: Reflec¬ 
tions on Polk Street, Trax on 
Haight Street, the San Francisco 
Eagle on Harrison Street, and The 


Hole in the Wall on 7th Street. In 
all cases the owners were ordered 
to attend “administrative hear¬ 
ings” about complying with the 
new ban, according to Tom Rivard 
of the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health. 

However, those owners and 
bartenders are not subject to fur¬ 
ther action or fines, Rivard said. 
Because the law only requires bar 
employees to request that cus¬ 
tomers put their cigarettes out, 
but not to force them tor stop, the 
city will begin fining the patrons 
who continue to smoke at any bar 
that has been cited. 

Rivard also said that he has re¬ 
ceived more than a half-dozen 
complaints from customers of the 


Polk Street gay bars ’N Touch and 
the QT, and said it was likely that 
at least one of them faced getting 
a citation in the immediate future. 

However, he said, inspectors 
are not specifically targeting gay 
bars in the latest round of crack¬ 
downs. “This is absolutely not 
something the city is doing,” he 
said. “This is complaint-driven. 
My guess is that people in the gay 
community are more health-con¬ 
scious — especially since there are 
a fair number of immune-com- 
promised customers in gay bars 
— and they are making com¬ 
plaints. 

“We’re not going out looking 
for problems,” he said. “We have 
plenty coming to us.” ▼ 
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Cable Car Awards 
struggle to stay on track

f $or the first time since its in¬ 
ception 24 years ago, the 
m Cable Car Awards ceremo¬ 
ny, honoring achievements by 
leaders of the San Francisco queer 
community, will likely not take 
place this year, at least not at its 
usual scale or on its usual date. 

The event, originally sched¬ 
uled for March 28, has been put 
on hold due to illnesses in the 


families of its co-chairs, Carlos 
Larranaga and Hydie Downard. 
Larranaga’s aunt suffered a stroke 
in January, and Downard’s moth¬ 
er became ill and recently passed 
away, according to Larranaga. 

“The two of us could not in 
good conscience dedicate the time 
necessary to put on the show,” 
said Larranaga, who has played 
major roles in putting on the 
event for the past 10 years. “I felt it 
was not fair to put on a half-assed 
show.” 


The co-chairs had hired some¬ 
one to put together this year’s 
production, Larranaga said, “but 
there were problems with that.” 
He did not elaborate. 

Larranaga held out the possi¬ 
bility that a smaller awards pro¬ 
duction might be held later this 
year, but said the event’s board of 
directors has yet to decide the 
matter. 

“My goal now is to put on a

H I services for Ryan White 
CARE-funded HIV/AIDS pro¬ 
grams can find the information 
this Tuesday, March 17 on the 
AIDS Update television program. 
The Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council co-chairs Tom 
Calvanese, Will Carter, and Diane 
Jones will join program host Paul 
Causey, executive director of 
AIDS Benefits Counselors, for the 
live broadcast on San Francisco 
cable channel 27. They will take 
calls from viewers and discuss the 
recently released request for pro¬ 
posal (RFP) that seeks to integrate 
many HIV/AIDS services offered 
in the city. 

The RFP is the result of last 
summer’s prioritization process; 
the council seeks to fund collabo¬ 
rations that integrate an array of 
HIV/AIDS services in the city. 
The RFPs will be reviewed begin¬ 
ning in early April, with final no¬ 
tifications being announced in 
early May. The contract is expect¬ 
ed to begin between July and Sep¬ 
tember for a 12-month period. 
There is close to $6 million in 
CARE funds available in the RFP. 

“The co-chairs will talk about 
the integrated CARE system,” 
Causey told the B.A.R. Although 
the program is devoted to treat¬ 
ment issues, he said, the show’s 
producers decided to deviate from 
that topic this month, given the 
significance of the new RFP. 

The planning council has also 
committed to greater commuity 
outreach, and the program is an 
example of how it plans to use dif¬ 
ferent media outlets to get infor¬ 
mation to people living with

sn’t it funny that the people who most 

incessantly beat the drum of so-called 
!l “family values” and Victorian modesty 
have now prompted national networks to 
talk about sex more extensively and explic¬ 
itly than the fiercest pro-sex advocates of 
Sex Panic! could possibly imagine? The sex¬ 
ually provocative rap songs that so many 
bluenoses found objectionable a few years 
ago were, comparatively speaking, “Mairzey 
Dotes” compared to the nonstop talk about 
oral sex and semen that’s been broadcast 
into our homes for the last two months. 
Last year America was warned about the In¬ 
ternet Pederast who lurked in cyberspace, 
eager to discuss his distinguishing genital 
characteristics with a hapless child or two; 
this year the Capital Gang discusses the 
president’s distinguishing genital character¬ 
istics in front of millions. 

All this persistent blathering about who’s 
getting screwed in Washington helps keep 
everyone’s mind off who’s getting screwed 
by Washington, but let’s face it: the country 
can’t really continue to pay the price for 
Kenneth Starr’s penis envy much longer. 

Every day the “independent council” 
(and never has there been a less appropri¬ 
ate name) barrels through his “duties” he 
behaves more and more like ... well, like 
Pretty Woman Julia Roberts, romping 
through pricey boutiques with someone 
else’s credit card. The Lewinsky “scandal” 
has so far reportedly cost taxpayers $4 mil¬ 
lion (that’s not the cost for the whole 
“Whitewater” investigation, which is 
around $40 million these days), and now 
the House committee that would presum¬ 
ably investigate Starr’s impeachment rec¬ 
ommendation has been granted an addi¬ 
tional $1.5 million in emergency funding. 
As Everett Dirkson said, “A million here, a 
million there, and pretty soon you’re talk¬ 
ing real money.” 

It’s money that could — should — be 
used for something a lot more worthwhile. 
Everywhere you look, even in this “longest 
boom cycle in American history,” there are 


schoolchildren without books; patients 
without medicine; families without homes; 
senior citizens without heating oil; and so 
on and so on ad nauseam. They deserve 
those millions much more than Starr and 
his army of flying monkeys. 

But as Barbara Ehrenreich points 
out in this issue of The Progressive, 

Clinton can blame himself that 
his past refusals to stand firmly 
against the far right have come 
back to bite him in the ass and/or 
distinguishing genital characteris¬ 
tics. She points out that “not only did 
he fail to challenge the Puritanism of 
the religious right, he gradual¬ 
ly acceded to it, even wrapping 
himself, increasingly, in its 
tawdry banner.” Those of us 
who thought we were voting for 
a draft-dodging, pot-smoking, queer-loving 
liberal in 1992 have to agree with her as¬ 
sessment. 

“Asked about the draft-dodging,” she 
writes, “he mumbled and waffled, thereby 
blowing the chance to say, ‘Yes, and I not 
only dodged the draft, I also protested 
proudly against that hideous imperialist 
war, as so many other citizens of conscience 
did.’ On the pot question, he reached a nadir 
of ambivalence — admitting simultaneous¬ 
ly that he’d smoked it, that he hadn’t in¬ 
haled it, and that he wished he’d ingested a 
toke or two after all. Why mot say, ‘Yeah, I 
tried it. Didn’t we all? And what’s the fuss? 
One of the wonderful legacies of the 1960s 
counterculture is that we now understand 
that marijuana is a harmless high, with 
none of the nasty side-effects of booze’? 

“Better yet, he could have challenged the 
1960s-bashing head-on. That poor demo¬ 
nized decade was hardly the ten-year-long 
sex-and-drugs orgy of prurient right wing 
imaginings. It was, for those of you too 
young to have been there, the last time 
when great masses of Americans took their 
polity seriously enough to try to participate 
in it — by organizing, protesting, and gen¬ 


erally doing the kinds of things that wide¬ 
awake citizens normally do. (Not that 
there’s anything wrong with a little party¬ 
ing, too.)” 

It’s about time for the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration — and the rest of the Democrats — 
to realize that wrapping themselves in 
tawdry Puritanism will not help them 
create an attractive vision for Ameri¬ 
can voters, and that it is necessary for 
them to stand for something the av¬ 
erage person needs a lot more than 
lectures on chastity: Fairness. 

Where are the candidates who will 
gladly argue for the principle of 
equality in all things? We need 
candidates who wi’ : point out 
that if it is really time to strike 
down affirmative action, it is 
also time to make sure people 
who break anti-discrimination laws face 
consequences — real consequences that are 
in proportion to the damage to victims. 
Candidates who will stand up for lesbian 
moms, gay kids, queer couples, and the HIV¬ 
positive homeless. Candidates who don’t 
move back to embrace the ’60s, but do move 
forward to embrace the millennium. We 
think such candidates could strike a chord 
with the population and do very well against 
the do-nothing Congress we have now (a 
Congress that can’t confirm judges or am¬ 
bassadors, but can confirm people’s mo t 
cynical fears about our political system). 

One last thing, speaking of the home s. 
The current controversy over panhand;! ; 
in the Castro is not going to be solved by 
anybody refusing to listen to anybody else. 
This difficult situation was largely created 
by discredited Reaganomics and will be 
some time to make noticeably better, and 
the task will be easier if everyone treats 
everyone else like human beings. 

Remember the phrase “Fight AIDS, not 
people with AIDS?” In that same spii it, /e’d 
like to suggest this: Fight homelessness, not 
people with homelessness.

Jumping through 
hoops for HOPWA

The following letter was sent to Mayor 
Willie Brown: 

, am a 37-year-old man living with AIDS 
in San Francisco. I am writing to you 
about the HOPWA subsidy program 
and HUD guidelines. As mayor, I hope you 
can intercede with HUD to expedite solu¬ 
tions to the problems facing me, and many 
other low income residents of San Francisco. 

Prior to my diagnosis, I was employed 
full time and had many friends, activities, 
and hobbies. In my spare time I created col¬ 
lages and watercolors, and have had at least 
18 shows in the San Francisco area. 

I was diagnosed with AIDS in April 95.1 
enrolled in the CHIPS [Community Hous¬ 
ing Information and Placement Service] 
program in October ’95, as I was facing an 
uncertain future. I asked then when a sub¬ 
sidy might be available and was told “sever¬ 
al months at least.” 

In November ’97, I was notified that 
Catholic Charities would handle my 
HOPWA subsidy for $781 per month. Since 
that time, I have found it impossible to find 
an adequate residence for several reasons. 

1. Because of HUD guidelines, I am not 
allowed to pay the difference between my 
subsidy amount and the actual rental of the 
apartment. The reason given is that HUD 
does not want us to spend more than 30% 
of our income. As an adult, I believe it 
should be my right to spend 40% if I 
choose. I saw a one bedroom for $900, the 
difference would be $119. My storage lock¬ 
er is $ 125, which would no longer be neces¬ 
sary. Many San Franciscans who make av¬ 


erage incomes spend 40% on their resi¬ 
dences. I also find it interesting that last year 
the rate was lowered by $27. What is the 
logic behind that? 

2. I found a garden studio with 700 
square-feet that would have been ideal for 
$795. But HUD guidelines will not let me 
pay more than $603 for a studio. I can have 
a 425 square-foot one bedroom with no 
closets for $795, but not the larger space 
for the same price. There should be 
some flexibility in this. The field in¬ 
spector should make decisions on a 
case-by-case basis. If we want the 
space, why can’t square-footage be 
a considered factor? 

3. Landlords have no incentive to 
want to rent to us. People with a 
Section 8 certificates 
rarely have perfect credit 
reports and cannot afford 
multiple application fees. 

What I have to offer is a story. My story is: 
landlords need to complete a lease approval 
form; the rental has to be approved by a 
field inspector; I don’t have any credit ref¬ 
erences (but I have references from prior 
landlords); and, it will take at least a week 
for a landlord to receive money from 
HOPWA. 

As mayor, I believe you have clout with 
the landlords of San Francisco. Perhaps you 
could offer some sort of tax break or cred¬ 
it? If not, since the state has a Lotto, could 
the city also have its own Lotto to subsidize 
housing for the low income? Perhaps you 
could contract out to realtors to place us? 
Los Angeles has benefit concerts to assist 
with AIDS programs, could San Francisco 
do the same to fund housing? What about 
the Presidio? It looks like a ghost town. I re¬ 


alize that the city is not eager to have that 
area jeopardized by low income people 
bringing their low income problems. But 
how about selection based on an interview, 
or an application essay process? 

Any funds raised on behalf of low in¬ 
come housing will not be usable until the 
HUD guidelines are made realistic. Land¬ 
lords must be given an incentive. Field in¬ 
spectors should be given flexibility on a 
case-by-case basis. 

I need your office to lend credibility to 
my plight. Since 1995, there have been 5,000 

___ people on the CHIPS waiting list, 

and up to this time only 450 
have been placed with a 
HOPWA subsidy. 

With the current AIDS treat¬ 
ments, my health has sta¬ 
bilized. I am ready to re¬ 
turn to work and my cre¬ 
ative pursuits. But I have 
waited two years for this program which is 
supposed to help get me reestablished. In¬ 
stead, this program is forcing me to stay in 
a 200 square-foot studio, without an oven, 
bathtub, bathroom sink, or closet. 

I’m not dying, but I’m not living, I am 
existing. I believe I have contributed to the 
rich cultural diversity of San Francisco, and 
I would like to do so again. If I go back to 
work now, I shall jeopardize the social pro¬ 
grams I’m in. I feel like I’m in a Franz Kafka 
novel. 

As your constituent, I hope some action 
can take place. My HOPWA subsidy expires 
on March 24, and I will be thrown back into 
the CHIPS waiting list for the next available 
subsidy. I am resigned to that fact.

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Providing services not salaries 

Growing up in tiny Lovelock, Nevada, I one day 
made the trip with my family to the Big City, Reno 
(nowhere near the present glutted, overgrown tangle 
since the ’50s). Mom gave sister and me one whole 
silver dollar each, for our own to spend as we pleased, 
and we’d meet back in an hour at the designated 
place. 

When we got back, Mom wondered, “What did 
you kids do with your dollar?” I told her I found a di¬ 
sheveled man walking down the street in the crowd, 
holding his arms out in front — obviously blind — 
and I gave him the whole dollar. 

Mom was shocked: “You didn’t give your whole 
dollar to a bum!” (The euphemism used then.) 

I must’ve been under 12, but ever since, I have 
been a suck for “panhandlers” and a very easy mark 
for whoever needs a loan. I have “Easy touch” tattooed 
across my forehead with invisible ink (or neon), and 
they can usually see me coming from far off. 

I would gladly give to organizations who “provide 
services” for SF’s homeless (including those unfortu¬ 
nate enough to find the Castro), except when I read 
how “donations” become “salaries” and “rents,” I’d 
rather give directly to the beggar without the middle 
person. 

When Kennedy was shot, someone quoted, “If 
there’s one thing we learn from a study of history, its 
that we don’t learn from a study of history.” Ditto for 
a study of well-meaning “charities.” 

I advocate a grass-roots movement of 
spending a tiny quarter or so, every time 
approached. I used to think this would 
break a man on $18,000 a year, but in¬ 
stead, like in the “Sorcerer’s Apprentice,” 
the coins magically replenish. Call it “bud¬ 
geting for the poor.” 

How indeed do these greedy mer¬ 
chants and selfish citizens know that 
“pro panhandlers” get money in the 
Castro to spend on drugs in the Haight? 

If true, have them followed and apply laws already in 
place to get this “human garbage” off the streets! 

Someone once told a panhandler to “get a job!” 
And the panhandler replied, “This is a job!” If we 
think by giving grassroots-style we will encourage the 
begging, picture yourself out there day after day in 
those (apparent) conditions, and try to imagine how 
many do it for joy — or the supposed “free ride.” 

As for true “pros,” why not budget a lot more for a 
return to mental facilities/professionals monitoring 
whose not taking their meds (forgetful, rebellious, 
whatever), and for non-bogus “treatment programs,” 
not on paper alone to get big grants for big salaries 
and rent. 

The Book of Mormon (I was one) says: “Suffer ye 
not that the beggar put up his petition to thee in 
vain.”

And I’m still sure that “bum” was really blind.

SF Police support needle exchange 

[The following letter was sent to Donna Shalala, 
Secretary of the Dept of Health and Human Services.] 

I am writing to express the San Francisco Police 
Department’s support for the needle exchange pro¬ 
gram operated by the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion HIV Prevention Project (SFAF HPP), as well as 
support efforts to eliminate currertt federal restric¬ 
tions on funding of needle exchange programs. 

IN 1993, Mayor Frank Jordan declared a state of 
emergency in San Francisco due to skyrocketing 
AIDS epidemic and began to fund San Francisco’s 
local exchange program which is now the largest in 
the nation. Since its inception, this public health pro¬ 
gram has continued to expand with the strong sup¬ 
port of Mayor Willie L. Brown, Jr. and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors. 

A cooperative relationship has been developed be¬ 
tween the Police Department and the SFAF HPP to 
ensure the success of the needle exchange program 
within the context of law enforcement. The SFAF 
HPP has informed the Department of all sites for the 
needle exchange. It has provided training and educa¬ 
tion for officers so that they understand how the pro¬ 
grams operate and can participate fully in this effec¬ 
tive partnership of public health a public safety offi¬ 
cials. Individuals who provide staff support at the ex¬ 
change sites present laminated cards to officers which 
immediately verify their role in the exchange process. 

Of significant importance to our officers is the 
positive impact that needle exchange has had on pub¬ 
lic safety. Officers report that needle sticks are less 
likely to occur during routine “pat downs” because 
exchange syringes tend to be capped. This fact, in ad¬ 
dition to removing dirty syringes from the streets, 
thus removing potentially dangerous biomedical 
waste from the community, and providing partici¬ 
pants with referrals to healthcare and drug treatment 
programs certainly help prove that the needle ex¬ 
change program is beneficial to the public health and 
safety in our community. I fully support the program 
and hope that the federal government through its ef¬ 
forts will join in this partnership.

ast Friday’s March 6 filing 
deadline for the June 2 open 
primary came and went 
with few, if any, surprises (where 
incumbents chose not to run, the 
filing deadline was extended to 
this Wednesday). Indeed, the pri¬ 
mary will offer up mostly incum¬ 
bents to California voters, partic¬ 
ularly in contests for state Senate 
and Assembly seats. Most of those 
incumbents will face no serious 
opposition, and the one big 
change this primary season is that 
voters can cast ballots for 
whomever they please regardless 
of party affiliation. 

However, those participating 
in the state’s first open primary 
will have a much longer list of 
candidates when they go to the 
polls. Despite the fact that a voter 
registered in one particular party 
can vote for a candidate in any 
party, the top vote-getter from 
each party will move on to the 
November general election. 

Most political observers agree 
that Democrats appear in 
good shape to retain 
control of the 40-mem¬ 
ber state Senate, where 
they currently hold a 
seven-vote edge, and in 
the Assembly, where 
they now enjoy a six- 
vote advantage. 

While term 
limits are forc¬ 
ing 26 legisla¬ 
tors statewide 
from office, most of those seats 
are expected to remain in the 
same party line-up, with the ex¬ 
ception of the San Francisco/San 
Mateo 8th District state senate 
seat currently held by Quentin 
Kopp, the state’s only Indepen¬ 
dent senator. That seat will un¬ 
doubtedly be a gain for the De¬ 
mocrats since former Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie Speier faces little 
opposition in her bid to return to 
Sacramento as Kopp’s replace¬ 
ment — although longtime Com¬ 
munity College Board member 
and attorney John Riordan tells 
me that Kopp has endorsed Rior- 
dan’s candidacy against Speier in 
the Democratic primary. 

San Francisco Assemblymem- 
bers Carole Migden and Kevin 
Shelley and state Senator John 
Burton, all Democrats, are virtu¬ 
ally assured of re-election this fall. 

In the East Bay’s 10th State 
Senate District, Senator Bill Lock- 
yer, currently a candidate for state 
attorney general, is termed out. Ei¬ 
ther Assemblywoman Liz 
Figueroa (D) of Fremont or 
Michael Sweeney (D) of Hay¬ 
ward will likely maintain that seat 
for the majority Democrats. 

In Marin, incumbent Assem¬ 
blywoman Kerry Mazzonni, a 
Democrat, is thought to be a safe 
re-election bet, as is incumbent 
Assemblyman Don Perata in the 
East Bay. Democrats are also ex¬ 
pected to easily win the vacant As¬ 
sembly seat in the 18th Assembly 
District. 

As for Bay Area congressional 
seats, Representative Lynn 
Woolsey of Marin, Representa¬ 
tives Ellen Tauscher and Pete 
Stark of the East Bay, and the in¬ 
terim replacement for retiring 
Representative Ron Dellums, all 
Democrats, as well as San Fran¬ 
cisco Representative Nancy 
Pelosi (D), are expected to hold 
their posts. 

In addition to the above, the 
June 2 ballot will have nine state 
propositions, including measures 
to abolish municipal courts, limit 


spending on school administra¬ 
tion, require school instruction in 
English, and limit congressional 
terms. 

Probably no race will receive 
more attention in the Bay Area 
than that for mayor of 
Oakland. As almost 
everyone knows by 
now, former Gover¬ 
nor Jerry Brown has 
entered that contest 
and is one of 12 candi¬ 
dates, including Alame¬ 
da County Su¬ 
pervisor Mary 
King, Oakland 
Councilman 
Ignacio DeLa- 
Fuente and Shannon Reeves (a 
Republican). All are seeking the 
spot being vacated by Elihu Har¬ 
ris; Brown and one of the other 
contenders are expected to be 
headed for a November run-off 
election. 

Ladies’ choice? 

Los Angeles-area Congress- 
woman Jane Harman is consid¬ 
ered a political moderate. The gu¬ 
bernatorial hopeful supports the 
death penalty and is strong on na¬ 
tional defense issues. However, 
she is also pro-choice and pro-gay 
rights. Harman, a self-styled “Fe- 
instein Democrat” and the only 
female candidate for governor in 
either party, can be expected to 
appeal to women voters who are 
either uninspired or flatly at odds 
with the male candidates, espe¬ 
cially pro-choice Republican 
women who vehemently disagree 
with the anti-abortion position of 
Dan “Preacher Man” Lung re n. 

All these months he has sat 
quietly on the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. Now Amos Brown has fi¬ 
nally come up with a real brain¬ 
storm: giving free, personalized 
shopping carts to the city’s home¬ 
less — and a place to park them. 
Hello? Is this the best Brown can 
do to ameliorate the homeless 
problem? What’s next? Designer 
sleeping bags from Bed and Bath? 
Is Amos Brown in big political 
trouble come November or what? 

As of press time, Mayor Willie 
Brown has yet to announce a supe 
replacement for Susan Leal. It’s 
only been four months since Leal 
was elected city treasurer! Really, 
what’s up, Mr. Mayor? 

Assemblyman Kevin Shelley 
will kick off his re-election effort 
on Thursday, March 19,6-8 p.m., 
Delancey Street Restaurant, 600 
The Embarcadero, $100, 920- 
9764 for more information. 

I find this hard to believe, but 
one of the city’s top political con¬ 
sultants insists that Clint Reilly is 
“dead serious” about running 
against Mayor Brown next year. 


With the Latino vote assuming 
more and more importance in 
California, leaders of both the De¬ 
mocratic and Republican parties 
have begun reaching out to this 
newly politically powerful voting 
bloc. A recent poll revealed that 
Latino voters’ party affiliation is 
weak. Two out of three express no 
party preference. Democrats have 
already made their pitch, and if 
the GOP could stop insulting this 
pivotal group (who have Loretta 
Sanchez still fresh in their 
minds), they might do well with 
this largely uncommitted, fast¬ 
growing electorate. 

At first glance, of all the candi¬ 
dates for state attorney general, 
former Rep. Lynn Schenk of San 
Diego would appear to be the best 
of the lot.

GOP U.S. Senate candidates — 
Darrell Issa, Matt Fong, and 
Rep. Frank Riggs — as well as 
fellow right-winger Dan Lungren, 
spent the past weekend in lovely 
Torrance sucking up to the far- 
right, ultra-conservative Califor¬ 
nia Republican Assembly.

Susan B. Anthony: 

Queer as a one-dollar coin?

usan B. Anthony, the most 
famous American feminist, 
ft#' never married, dedicated 
her life to women’s causes, sur¬ 
rounded herself with female 
friends, and had an intense ro¬ 
mantic friendship with Anna 
Dickinson, one of her colleagues. 
Ninety-two years ago, Anthony 
died holding the hand of Anna 
Howard Shaw,' another unmar¬ 
ried feminist, who lived for many 
years with Anthony’s niece. 
Whether Anthony was a sexless 
career woman or as queer as a 
one-dollar coin is a question that 
has confounded lesbian and gay 
historians. 

Mainstream historians have 
amply chronicled the facts of An¬ 
thony’s life. She was born in west¬ 
ern Massachusetts in 1820 and 
moved as a young child with her 
family to upstate New York. Her 
Quaker parents instilled in her 
their beliefs in peace, social jus¬ 
tice, and equality for all. Like 
many Quakers, Anthony’s father 
and brothers were active in the 
anti-slavery movement. Her fa¬ 
ther owned a series of cotton mills 
and always refused to purchase 
cotton from slave plantations. 

Anthony’s parents also be¬ 
lieved in education for their 
daughters, at a time when few 
girls learned to read or write. An¬ 
thony attended a Quaker academy 
in Philadelphia but had to leave 
when the Panic of 1837 bankrupt¬ 
ed'her father. She came home and 
at age 17 became a teacher to help 
support the family. 

She began her activist career in 
the 1840s, when she started vol¬ 
unteering her time for the Daugh¬ 
ters of Temperance, trying to 
bring public attention to the ef¬ 
fects of male drunkenness on 
women and children. Although 
she was interested in feminism, 


Anthony did not attend the fa¬ 
mous women’s rights convention 
in Seneca Falls, New York, in 1848. 
It wasn’t until a few years later, 
when she read a newspaper ac¬ 
count of a fiery speech by suffrag¬ 
ist Lucy Stone, that Anthony 
began to make the transition from 
temperance work to women’s 
rights. Without the vote, 
she realized, women 
would never be able to in¬ 
fluence public policy on 
other important issues, 
such as temperance and abo 
lition. 

For the next 50 
years, Anthony 
worked tirelessly for 
the women’s rights 
movement, crisscrossing the 
country on speaking engagements 
and appearing before Congress 
every year from 1869 to 1906 to 
lobby for a women’s suffrage 
amendment. In addition to pub¬ 
lic speaking, she wrote extensive¬ 
ly on women’s rights and pub¬ 
lished a feminist newspaper called 
The Revolution with Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton. She and Stanton 
also co-authored a multi-volume 
work, History of Woman Suffrage , 
which they self-published in in¬ 
stallments from 1881 to 1902. 

Perhaps Anthony’s finest hour 
came in 1872, in a protest that 
queer activists a century later 
might call a “zap.” Attempting to 
test the Fourteenth Amendment, 
which gave suffrage to black men 
but not to women, Anthony, three 
of her sisters, and several sup¬ 
porters marched to the polls in 
Rochester, New York, and de¬ 
manded ballots. They were suc¬ 
cessful (Anthony cast her vote for 
a straight Republican ticket), but 
two weeks later, Anthony was ar¬ 
rested and forced to stand trial. 
The court found her guilty and 
imposed a $100 fine — a huge 
sum in those days, when a 
woman’s annual teaching salary

was not much higher than that. 

Anthony died 14 years before 
women achieved the vote. 
Ridiculed in her own time, she is 
today recognized as an important 
historical figure. A statue of her 
and other feminist pioneers was 
recently moved from the base¬ 
ment to the rotunda in U.S. 
Capitol, and she is the only 
woman to have her image 
on a U.S. coin (at least for 
now — the U.S. Treasury 
recently announced 
plans for a new, re¬ 
designed dollar coin). But 
while mainstream 
historians have ex¬ 
tolled her political 
contributions, they 
have generally ignored her per¬ 
sonal life, assuming that she had 
none because she never married. 
Queer historians, however, have 
uncovered the romantic friend¬ 
ships of Anthony and other femi¬ 
nists and speculated on these 
women as proto-lesbians. 

Gay historian Jonathan Ned 
Katz studied Anthony’s unpub¬ 
lished letters to Anna Dickinson, 
a feminist orator. “My dear 
Chicky Dicky Darling,” Anthony 
wrote to Dickinson in 1868. “Now 
when are you coming to New 
York. ... I have plain quarters — 
at 44 Bond Street — double bed 
— and big enough to take you 
in... .” In another letter, Anthony 
encouraged Dickinson “not to

No Time for gays or AIDS

' r ' he much-publicized 75th 
Anniversary special issue of 
Time (March 9), tells the 
story of the last three-quarters of 
a century of history, and accord¬ 
ing to its telling, neither the 
struggle for lesbian and gay peo¬ 
ple’s equal rights nor AIDS ever 
happened. It is understandable 
that Time would not include the 
1969 Stonewall Riots (the sym¬ 
bolic kick-off of the modern 
movement for gay civil rights) 
because the magazine’s early cov¬ 
erage of gay issues was scant at 
best. But during the 1980-1989 
section, entitled “Comeback,” nei¬ 
ther gay issues nor, shockingly, 
AIDS, is ever mentioned in any of 
the sections, from “Nation” to 
“World.” Even in “Milestones,” in¬ 
stead of mentioning the death of 
Rock Hudson, the significant his¬ 
torical marker is “Divorced. Eliz¬ 
abeth Taylor Hilton Wilding 
Todd Fisher Burton Burton 
Warner.” 

“1989-1998: Transformation” 
ignores the global pandemic of 
AIDS that has left millions dead 
and many others living with HIV, 
and the critical discovery of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors is also ignored. Yet 
the Heaven’s Gate cult suicide of 
39 gets space. While “Seinfeld 
Calls It Quits” gets a deserved 
mention, Ellen T)eGeneres and 
her historic “Yep, I’m Gay” cover 
gets nary a mention, neither is it 
included on the cover of the issue, 
despite the fact that 92 covers 
from the last 75 years are featured. 
In fact, of the 92 covers, just one 
includes anything about lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender or 
AIDS-related subjects: a 1950s 
cover with James Baldwin which 
does not mention his sexual ori¬ 
entation. Under “Miscellany,” the 
Ellen cover is finally cited in brief, 
listed as the tenth “heaviest read¬ 
er mail” generated in Time's his¬ 
tory, and mentioned in a footnote 
as one of nine “female cover sub¬ 
jects in 1997.” 

“GLAAD, and many Ameri¬ 
cans, are dismayed by Time's 
skewed perspective on history 
that excludes the lesbian and gay 
civil rights movement, which has 
had a profound effect on the po¬ 
litical, legal and cultural landscape 
of America,” said GLAAD Execu¬ 
tive Director Joan M. Garry. “Even 
more startling is the magazine’s 
silence on AIDS. This disease has 
transformed the world in count¬ 
less ways during the 1980s and 
1990s. We urge Time to publicly 
account for these glaring omis¬ 
sions. We expect more from one 
of the most important news mag¬ 
azines of the century.” 

Let Time know how disap¬ 
pointing their lack of historical vi¬ 
sion regarding gay people and 
AIDS is.

More on Nothing Sacred's 
suppressed episode 

As reported in the January 16, 
1998 GLAADAlert (“ABC Buries 
Nothing Sacred Gay Episode”), 
ABC has refused to air a Nothing 
Sacred episode about a gay priest 
with AIDS. In the March 1 New 
York Times, Rev. Andrew M. 
Greeley says viewers should see 


the episode, entitled “H.I.V. 
Priest: Film at 11.” According to 
Greeley, ABC Entertainment 
President Jamie Tarses has kept it 
Off the air due to the objections 
of “the ultraconservative 
Catholic League,” but she said it 
was, “‘likely [the episode] will 
turn up at some point.’” Calling 
the episode “the best story about 
the Roman Catholic priesthood 
since Graham Greene’s classic 
1940 novel The Power and the 
Glory," Greeley says, “The deci¬ 
sion to suppress the episode is 
based ojq a curious kind 
of anti-Catholicism, 
the conviction that 
Catholics are really un¬ 
sophisticated and 
would react in shocked 
horror to the sugges¬ 
tion that a priest 
might have AIDS ... 

[But] the emphasis of 
the story is not on AIDS or ho¬ 
mosexuality. [It] is about for¬ 
giveness and new beginnings 
[and] the loyalty to one another 
that is part of the priestly tradi¬ 
tion ... It is the story of the 
power and the glory of the 
priesthood radiating through the 
fragility of the humans who ex¬ 
ercise the priestly function.” 

He adds that “Catholics have 
realized all along that priests can 
be drunkards, loafers, tyrants, 
liars, thieves, and worst of all, rot¬ 
ten preachers ... The Catholic 
laity have realized that priests can 
also violate their vows of celibacy 
and even be sexual predators. 
Many lay people know of a priest 
who has died of AIDS. [The laity] 
are not mindless cement-heads 
who see a political attack on 
Catholicism in a series that in fact 
celebrates the priesthood. Most 
Catholics would be proud of Ray 
as he persuades Jesse to remain as 
loyal as he can to his vocation ... 
There is not a hint of anti- 
Catholicism in Nothing Sacred 
and especially in ‘H.I.V. Priest.’ 
The series is almost embarrass¬ 
ingly pro-Catholic. ABC should 
let everyone judge for them¬ 
selves.” 

GLAAD had an opportunity to 
see the un-aired episode, and is 
shocked that ABC would refuse to 
air it and questions the network’s 
motivations. “This episode, like 
the program in general, is com¬ 
pelling and honest and addresses 
real issues in the Catholic church 
today,” said GLAAD Executive Di¬ 
rector Joan M. Garry. “ABC 
should allow its viewers to make 
their own decisions.” 

Urge ABC to air this program 
and stop kow-towing to the 
tyranny of a vocal radical reli¬ 
gious minority seeking to force 
their own skewed view of reality 
on the free-thinking American 
television audience. Also, thank 
the New York Times for giving 
Greeley a forum for his perspec¬ 
tive.

60 Minutes wrestles with 
issue of “ex-gays” 

On March 1, a 60 Minutes 
segment with Leslie Stahl began 


with the question, “What hap¬ 
pens when your son tells you he’s 
gay and doesn’t want to be?” 
Stahl then introduces an anti-gay 
radical religious group called Ex¬ 
odus “which claims to change 
the sexual orientation of gay 
people, with a course of Bible 
study, behavioral modification 
and peer counseling.” They pre¬ 
sent a “PFOX” (Parents and 
Friends of Ex-Gays) meeting 
where several parents ask 
what they did to “make” 
their children gay. The 
main PFOX mom in¬ 
terviewed is so 
ashamed that she re¬ 
mains in shadow with 
her voice disguised. 
Her son has been in 
Exodus for two years 
and she claims he is 
happier now. She 
states her stereotypi¬ 
cal view on being gay: “It’s the 
end of life as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned ... you’ve no family, no 
children, no life ... God didn’t 
make anybody gay.” Then the 
show features John Polk, a cur¬ 
rent spokesman for Exodus (the 
two founders of the organization 
have long since condemned the 
organization and become com¬ 
fortable with their real sexual 
orientation). Polk has been mar¬ 
ried for four years to a “former” 
lesbian and they have one child. 
Stahl asks for Exodus’s success 
rate, but not surprisingly, they 
refuse to provide it. Then Stahl 
interviews Cathy Tuerk, whose 
son came to her when he was 
eight years old and said, “I hate 
myself — I think I’m a fag.” 
Tuerk tells a deeply moved Stahl 
about trying to toughen him up, 
concluding, “I abused my son.” 

Next, Doug, an openly gay 
man, relates his own experience 
with two exorcisms and five years 
of religious-based “conversion 
therapy” without success. He tells 
Stahl that “Being an ex-gay is like 
being an ex-black.” Stahl then re¬ 
focuses on Tuerk, who eventually 
went to PFLAG (Parents, Friends 
and Families of Lesbians and 
Gays), found herself among other 
parents who care deeply about 
their children, and is now presi¬ 
dent of a PFLAG chapter. The 
closing shot is of her at last year’s 
Youth Pride Day telling the crowd 
“I am a proud mom of a gay son, 
and I am here to tell you, you are 
not alone.” 

Write CBS and 60 Minutes and 
thank them for their balanced 
portrayal, while mentioning that 
it should be more strongly em¬ 
phasized that the American Psy¬ 
chological Association does not 
consider homosexuality to be an 
illness and therefore it cannot be 
“cured” by these so-called conver¬ 
sion therapies.

“professional panhandlers” from 
outside the neighborhood “sap 
the compassion that has always 
been part of this community.” 

Nearly all the merchants at the 
meeting agreed. 

The lone dissenting voice in 
the meeting room came from Jim 
Mitulski, pastor of Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC). 

“What I resist is the proposed 
pamphlet, [which has] a very de¬ 
humanizing tone,” Mitulski told 
the merchants. “Its harsh looking, 
and doesn’t communicate com¬ 
passion.” 

Asked by one merchant if he 
encouraged people to panhandle, 
Mitulski replied no, that he only 
feeds them. 

His church, in conjunction 
with volunteers from A Different 
Light (ADL) bookstore, serves 
meals to the homeless three nights 
a week. ADL employees do the 
cooking and serving each Friday 
at the church; MCC staff serve 
meals each Wednesday; and MCC 
collaborates with Prevention 
Point, a program sponsored by 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, to serve food each Thursday 
at the needle-exchange site behind 
the Safeway at Church and Mar¬ 
ket. All meals are from 4-6 p.m. 

At MCC, “we understand this 
is by no means a comprehensive 
response to the problem,” Mituls¬ 
ki told the B.A.R., “but it’s consis¬ 
tent with our values, bringing im¬ 
mediate relief to people in crisis. 
We look to city and other agencies 
to do their part as well.” 

Mitulski believes the “Create 
Change. Don’t Hand It Out” 
posters will have a negative, chill¬ 
ing effect on the neighborhood by 
making people in the Castro seem 
mean-spirited. 

“We love the neighborhood, 
and helped shape it,” said Mituls¬ 
ki of MCC, which is situated in 
the heart of the Castro. “I want to 
see neighborhood be a model for 
compassion.” 

Mitulski took issue with 
MUMC President Patrick Batt’s 
assertion that because of panhan¬ 
dlers, the Castro’s quality of life is 
in decline. On the contrary, said 
Mitulski, in all the 12 years he’s 
worked in the neighborhood, he’s 
never seen it more vibrant. Even 
his church is experiencing a re¬ 
naissance. Mitulski admits, how¬ 
ever, that his expectations for the 
neighborhood may be colored by 
having lived in New York City: “In 
urban areas, I expect to encounter 
poverty, homelessness, and 
crime.” 

For everyone in the Castro, 
concluded Mitulski, “what’s cru¬ 
cial is how we respond. Compas¬ 
sion should be the first value 
communicated in any informa¬ 
tion we put out to the public.” T

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

ZERIT (stavudine) is indicated lor the treatment of HIV-infected 
patients who have received prolonged prior zidovudine therapy. 
The deration el —“* *-- 


In the in vivo micronudeus assay, stavudine was clastogenic in bone 
marrow cells following, oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures 
(based on CmJ up to 216 times that observed following a clinical 
dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 


Pregnancy “Category C". Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C TO ) up to 399 and 
183 times, respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day 
and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fe¬ 
tuses of a common skeletal variation, unossified or incomplete ossi¬ 
fication of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times human exposure, 
while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A slight 
post-imptantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure

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CLINICAL STUDIES 

Study AI455-019 was a multi-center, randomized, double-blind trial 
of ZERIT Capsules vs zidovudine for the treatment of HIV-infected adults 
with CD4 counts of 50 to 500 cells/mm 1 who had received at least six 
months prior zidovudine treatment. ZERIT was administered in 
dosages of 40 mg BID for patients weighing >60 kg, and 30 mg BID 
for those weighing <60 kg. The zidovudine dosage was 200 mg TID. 

The study enrolled 822 patients with a median baseline CD4 count 
of 235 cells/mm 3 (range: 10 to 735 cells/mm 5 ), and a median du¬ 
ration of prior zidovudine treatment of 88 weeks (range 11 to 356 
weeks). Fourteen percent of subjects had AIDS at baseline, 50% 
had HIV-related symptoms and 36% were asymptomatic. 

Table 1 gives the Kaplan-Meier estimates for the time to disease 
progression.

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hy¬ 
persensitivity to stavudine or to any of the components contained 
in the formulation. 


The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. 
This complication occurred in 19 and 24 percent of the 11,784 pa¬ 
tients with advanced HIV disease who received the two dose lev¬ 
els of stavudine in the Parallel Track Program'. In patients with 
less advanced HIV infection in the zidovudine comparative trial, 
peripheral neuropathy occurred in 13 percent of ZERIT-treated 
patients as compared to 4 percent of zidovudine-treated patients. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropa¬ 
thy that is usually characterized by numbness, tingling, or pain in 
the feet or hands. Stavudine-related peripheral neuropathy may re¬ 
solve if therapy Is withdrawn promptly, in some cases, symptoms 
may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. If 
symptom^resol^completely, resumption of treatment may be 

Patients with a history of peripheral neuropathy are at In¬ 
creased risk for the development of neuropathy. If stavudine

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infec¬ 
tion, and that they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with 
HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be 
advised to remain under the care of a physician when using ZERIT. 

Patients should be informed that the most common toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Symptoms of peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy usually include tingling, burning, pain, or numbness in the 
hands or feet. Patients should be counseled that this toxicity occurs 
with greater frequency in patients with a history of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy. They should be advised that these symptoms should be re¬ 
ported to their physicians and that dose changes may be necessary. 
They should also be cautioned about the use of other medications 
that may exacerbate peripheral neuropathy. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be in¬ 
structed regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of ZERIT 
are unknown at this time. They should be advised that ZERIT thera¬ 
py has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be informed that the Center for Disease Control 

K recommends that HIV-infected mothers not mflft newborn in- 
to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Laboratory Tests 

Mild to moderate increases in AST (SGOT) and ALT (SGPT) occurred com¬ 
monly in clinical trials; these did not interfere with continued therapy. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility 
Long-term carcinogenicity studies of stavudine in animals have not 
been completed. Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli 
reverse mutation, or the CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene 
mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation. Stavudine pro¬ 
duced positive results in the in vitro human lymphocyte clastogen- 
esis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse mi¬ 
cronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency 
of chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations 
of 25 to 250 pg/mL, without metabolic activation) and increased 
the frequency of transformed foci in mouse fibroblast cells (con- 
centrations of 25 to 2500 uo/mL, with and without metabolic activation). 


' The parallel track program (STUDY A1455-900) treated 12,551 HlV-in- 
fected patients with CD4 counts <300/mm > who had failed, were intoler- 
nt of, or had contraindications to other therapies.

was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure. A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
wen-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV.

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatnc patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125,0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 * 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C™,) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean t SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/m 3 . The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% ± 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/m 3 . The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m 3 . The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight When dosing according to body weight the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS” section). 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com- 
monly in controlled trials. 


Ic Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory ab¬ 
normalities in pediatric patients were similar in type and frequen¬ 
cy to those seen in adult patients. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended 
daily dosage revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic over¬ 
dosage include peripheral neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. It is 
not known whether stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis 
or hemodialysis.

help her across the street when I 
can. Just anybody who’s in need, I 
try to help. Because, you know, I 
depend on people to help me. So 
I try to give back, but there’s not a 
whole lot I can do.” 

In his soft-spoken, philosoph¬ 
ical manner, Doug said that he’s 
“kind of here by choice, and kind 
of by fate. 

“I think a lot of people are un¬ 
happy because there’s no spiritual 
fulfillment anymore,” Doug ex¬ 
plained. “That’s kind of why I’m out 
here, I guess, because I’m trying to 
learn how to live without all die ma¬ 
terial things that make people’s lives 
more complex, more unhappy.” 

A rough childhood in Toledo, 
Ohio, made it hard for him to 
cope with school and work, said 
Doug: “So for me this is kind of 
the easier way to not have a lot of 
responsibility. I usually screw up 
responsibility.” 

After moving to San Francisco, 
he and his girlfriend, Catherine, 
chose to panhandle on Castro 
sidewalks and sleep in area door¬ 
ways, because they’d heard the 
money was good here, and the 
neighborhood relatively friendly 
and crime-free. 

Both Doug and Catherine are 
bisexual, Doug added, “which is 
part of the reason we hang out in 
this neighborhood. “ 

What would he do if people 
stopped giving him money? 

“I don’t know,” replied Doug. 
“I could always shoplift and make 
money that way, but I don’t like to 
do that. I’d probably have to eat 
out of garbage cans more often. I 
wouldn’t be able to catch the bus, 
go see movies once in a while. I 
like to buy books and read a lot. 
Just the little things.” 

Not surprisingly, given his all- 
American boyish good looks, 
Doug gets hit on a lot by gay men, 
“but it turns me off,” he said. “I 
don’t hustle, like a prostitute, but 
l make relations with guys that 
give me help once in a while. Like 
if I’m sick and need a hotel room, 
I’ll call them and ask for help. But 
I don’t do tricks.” 

As for staying in homeless shel¬ 
ters, Doug shrugs the idea off as re¬ 
pugnant: “It’s kind of a degrading 
process. They treat you really 
small, like you’re retarded or some¬ 
thing, like you’re a wingless bird.” 

What particularly annoys 
Doug is the manner in which so 
many of his fellow street people 
use their situations to arouse pity 
in others. “It really makes me mad 
when people have signs that say 
‘homeless and hungry,”’ he said. 
“It builds the stigma in people’s 
heads about homeless people, that 
we’re all pathetic.” 

In fact, adds Doug, “I’m pretty 
happy, generally speaking. I don’t 
think it’s so bad living out here.” 

Mostly he and Catherine keep 
out of people’s way, Doug. said. 
They want to be friendly. 

“A lot of people who come 
from bad backgrounds and child¬ 
hoods just spread hate and de¬ 
struction their whole lives,” ob¬ 
served Doug, noting that Cather¬ 
ine, too, had a troubled adoles¬ 
cence. “We’re trying to change that, 
to show people there’s a better way 
to live. You don’t have to be vic¬ 
timized by society, stuck at the bot¬ 
tom your whole life. You’ve just got 
to figure out a way to the top. I 
dunno, the bottom can be the top.”

ded leather, said a friend had told 
him about the merchants’ anti¬ 
panhandling campaign. 

From what he heard, Flama 
said, the merchants are “assuming 
that every person who panhan¬ 
dles out here is spending the 
money they make on drugs and 
shit. I don’t use drugs, I don’t 
drink all that much, and when I 
do, I’m not the one who pays for it 
anyway. I go to the Hole in the 
Wall every once in a while. Some¬ 
times somebody’ll offer to buy me 
a drink, then it’ll be all good. I 
spend my money on food and 
pretty much the essentials.” 

Flama said he has been home¬ 
less for about 10 months, six of 
which he has spent in the Bay Area. 
He comes to the Castro specifically 
to panhandle, because the money’s 
better there than anywhere else. 

He has tried getting a job as a 
model (“I love having my picture 
taken,” he assured B.A.R. photog¬ 
rapher Jane Cleland), but has 
been unable to save up enough for 
head shots. 

Where does he stay? 

“Sometimes I’ll couch surf, 
and crash at friends’ houses,” 
Flama replied. “When I can’t do 
that, I’ll drop in at the Episcopal 
sanctuary. When I can’t do that, 
I’ll sleep on the BART train. It’s 
warm there, and semi-comfort¬ 
able. But that’s like a last resort.” 

The $670 a month he receives 
from Social Security disability “is 
not quite enough to rent an apart¬ 
ment,” added Flama. 

“Right now I’m squatting in 
Berkeley,” Flama said. “I think I’ll 
pretty much stay there and spange 
there. Oh, ‘spange’ is short for 
“spare change.” 

Quieter than the TL 

Terri, whose aged, weathered 
face speaks volumes about the 
hardships she’s seen, said she and 
her husband have been on the 
street for 11 months, since losing 
their Social Security income. 

“We got automated, that’s why 
we’re here,” said Terri as she at¬ 
tempted to pass out' flyers to 
passersby, advertising a psychic’s 
services. “We lived down in Lodi. 
Both of us had $12-an-hour jobs,” 
he in a metal shop, she in a 
garage-door factory. 

“I did riveting,” said Terri. 
Then they got an automatic rivet¬ 
er, so they didn’t need me any 
more. We came up here because 
we always knew you could survive 
in San Francisco. 

“I don’t choose to be out here,” 
insists Terri. “I have to be out 
here.” And it could happen to any¬ 
one, she warns. 

At first, she and her husband 
stayed in the Boston Hotel in the 
“TL” (Tenderloin), then they 
ended up at the Paramount Hotel. 
But when they could no longer af¬ 
ford even a residential hotel, they 
came to the Castro. 

“This is our home, because it’s 
a quieter area,” said Terri of the 
Castro. “The TL is filthy, full of 
dope fiends, alcoholics, junkies, 
people laying on the street and

stuff. I don’t like that. I wasn’t 
raised a slob and I’m not gonna be 
a slob. The way I look at it is if 
you’re out here, you should at least 
have a little pride in what you do.” 

Always before panhandling, 
she said, she cleans up the area 
around her. Those who don’t do 
similarly irk her: “There’s a lot of 
slobs out here. These young kids, 
especially who come down here 
from the Haight, they could give 
a shit less about this area. It’s not 
their home. They don’t care.” 


Terri: "I don't choose to be out 
here. I have to be out here." 


Alas, the hardships are many 
for Terri and her husband. She 
tells of having blankets, cjothing, 
and other possessions ripped off 
by thieves. Worst of all, Terri adds, 
“The cops are terrible. They hassle 
us all the time for no reason. We’re 
not rude. We’re not aggressive.” 

Harsh treatment by merchants 
is another occupational hazard. 
One bar manager, said Terri, tells 
people passing her by on the side¬ 
walk near his establishment not to 
give her money, because “she’s just 
going to use it for drugs.” 

“How the fuck does he know if 
I’m going to use it for drugs?” asks 
Terri. “If I do, it’s none of his busi¬ 
ness, but I don’t. I don’t go run¬ 
ning to connections. I’m in a 
treatment program, at my choice. 
Nobody court ordered it. I choose 
to be. Just because you’re on the 
street doesn’t mean you’re a dope 
fiend, doesn’t mean you’re an al¬ 
coholic.” ▼

were “dead set against” any change 
to bring “sunshine” to nonprofits 
that have contracts with the city, 
according to Ammiano. 

Several task force members 
who spoke with the B.A.R. hailed 
the consensus agreement as a 
major step forward; the big break 
occurred Thursday, March 5 at 
the task force’s final meeting when 
the panel recommended the city 
appoint a non-voting observer to 
the board of an agenc^in the 
event there are “certain levels of 
noncompliance” with provisions 
of the proposal. AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty of ACT UP/Golden Gate 
was credited with breaking the 
logjam; activists had been push¬ 
ing for the city to appoint people 
to nonprofit boards if the agency 
has contracts with the city that 
total over $100,000. 

Project Open Hand’s Executive 
Director Tom Nolan, who served 
as chair of the task force, was 
praised for running a smooth se¬ 
ries of meetings, which he said 
were a learning experience for 
many. “It started out with every¬ 
one giving speeches,” he told the 
B.A.R. 

“Tom Nolan was fantastic,” 
said Getty. 

Regarding the recommenda¬ 
tion about board composition, 
Getty said that after talking with 
lawyers and nonprofit adminis¬ 
trators he realized the proposal 
would not work. “We wanted to 
come up with some sort of mech¬ 
anism that would be feasible. We 
did get a board observer [in the 
recommendations] in extreme sit¬ 
uations as a way to help agencies 
straighten out. Some people on 
the task force felt that by the time 
an observer came in, the agency 
has already screwed up, but from 
the community’s point of view 
that observer will probably be a 
community representative and 
likely to be a dissenting activist 


who would then have a seat at the 
table,” Getty told the B.A.R. 
“We’ve done very well and got a 
nice consensus.” 

The need for evaluations 

Not everyone is happy with the 
recommendations. Some AIDS 
activists oppose the board observ¬ 
er proposal, for example, and oth¬ 
ers think the changes don’t go far 
enough; but the recommenda¬ 
tions are expected to lead to legis¬ 
lation that would create “sun¬ 
shine,” or community account¬ 
ability, among the hundreds of 
nonprofit agencies that receive 
millions of dollars in public funds 
to provide a wide range of ser¬ 
vices. And, by including nonprof¬ 
it board and staff members on the 
task force, Ammiano has helped 
secure support for the legislation. 

“Community accountability, 
or ‘sunshine,’ is a high value we all 
hold,” Nolan stated in a letter to 
Ammiano outlining the task 
force’s consensus. “We are willing 
to try additional forms of ac¬ 
countability, perhaps as a prelude 
to extending ‘sunshine’ to all gov-

have to pay for. “I think it’s a real¬ 
ly key piece. If we are all commit¬ 
ted to improving programs, it’s 
important to have access to that 
kind of information by a third 
party,” Rybicki told the B.A.R. He

ernment contracts.” Nolan also 
said the task force learned of the 
many mechanisms the city has in 
place to monitor nonprofits, so 
the recommendations “should be 
seen as building upon an already 
substantial system of accountabil¬ 
ity.” 

Robert Rybicki, executive di¬ 
rector at Shantb served, on the task 
force and said he will continue to 
push for greater accountability, 
particularly in the area of having 
independent evaluations per¬ 
formed that nonprofits won’t 


agency finances. While budgets 
may show how money was spent, 
they don’t “tell how well you did 
services. 

“This is a first step in the right 
direction. I don’t know how any 
board could live without this,” Ry¬ 
bicki said, adding he hopes non¬ 
profits will see that having a more 
open process, especially around 
board meetings, is beneficial. 
“Having open meetings and con¬ 
sumers on the board is the best 
way for board members to attempt 
to get reliable, up to date informa¬ 


tion. The more frequent types of 
human contact a board has, the 
more it leads to a spirit of collabo¬ 
ration and that can only happen by 
inviting the community in.” 

The details 

Specifically, the task force’s 
consensus covers four main 
points: 

• The city should standardize 
its contract monitoring process, 
and create guidelines for exempt 
categories of agencies such as 
abortion clinics and battered 
spouse shelters. Guidelines should 
be developed for exemptions for 
certain types of information, in¬ 
cluding litigation, personnel, real 
estate, and sensitive donor infor¬ 
mation. The city should fund ex¬ 
ternal performance evaluations 
that are qualitative and quantita¬ 
tive for nonprofits; 

• Nonprofits should be re¬ 
quired to create a package of per¬ 
tinent, readable financial infor¬ 
mation including federal Internal 
Revenue Service Form 990s, au¬ 
dits, and budgets. The informa¬ 
tion should be readily available 
and accessible to the public. In¬ 
formation that’s requested be¬ 
yond that would be dealt with by 
the city’s Sunshine Task Force. 

• Nonprofits that receive public 
funds should hold two board 
meetings annually that deal with 
substantial matters and allow 
ample time for public comment. 
Notice of the meetings should be 
given 30 days in advance, and no¬ 
tification should be cost-neutral 
to the agencies but easily accessi¬ 
ble to the public. 

• In addition to the recom¬ 
mendation about the city-ap¬ 
pointed non-voting observer to 
“noncompliant” agencies, the 
consensus also suggested that 
agencies actively seek consumers 
to serve on boards, noticing va¬ 
cancies in ways that are accessible, 
providing for self-nomination at 
one of the open board meetings, 
and providing for public input on 
board membership needs. T

It's prevention , dammit!

# I eventeen years of the AIDS 
epidemic may have left 

w many people overwhelmed 
by the frustrating feeling there is 
nothing they can do beyond rais¬ 
ing funds, raising the occasional 
hell, and sticking red ribbon 
stamps on their letters. However, 
those who want to go somewhat 
further in fighting AIDS may find 
their most effective option is to 
get involved in prevention. 

Prevention might sound like a 
single concept, but it covers an 
enormous variety of theories and 
practices with the potential to re¬ 
duce the HIV infection rate, from 
statistical analysis of risk data to 
more hands-on work such as en¬ 
suring that needles, condoms, and 
— theoretically, at least — HIV- 
killing lubricants are available to 
those who need them. 

This month, as the San Francis¬ 
co HIV Prevention Planning 
Council (HPPC) begins setting its 
priorities and determining where 
to allocate next year’s funds, it has 
undertaken an unprecedented ef¬ 
fort to include the public in its de¬ 
cision-making process. The coun¬ 
cil, which is mandated by the fed¬ 
eral Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, promised in “pre¬ 
liminary plans for 1998” released 
at its February 26 meeting that this 
“is a year to bring the [prevention] 
plan to the community, and the 
community to the plan ... [and] 
also a time to bring community 
perspectives even more into the 
plan and planning process.” 

With that goal in mind, the 
council has established new out¬ 
reach, cpmmunity input, and 
membership committees, plus 
task forces that concentrate on 
cultural competency, priority set¬ 
ting, and strategic evaluation, to 
guide the implementation of rec¬ 
ommendations the council devel¬ 
ops. All committees and task 
forces are open to members of the 
public who have the time and in¬ 
clination to help fight the spread 
of HIV. 

More for HIV-positives? 

Although setting priorities and 
following them through to imple¬ 
mentation can be enormously re¬ 
warding, it probably won’t be easy. 
Budgetary constraints will force 
council members to make difficult 
funding choices in dozens of areas 
where financial assistance has 
been requested — virtually all of 
them with some merit. 

As the next round of priority¬ 
setting begins, Dan Wohlfeiler, the 
education director at the San 
Francisco-based Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, says, “We need to examine 
our prevention efforts and adjust 
them for the times.” 

Wohlfeiler is encouraged that 
transmission rates are down, ob¬ 
serving the change from “the early 
’80s, [when] 8,000 San Francis¬ 
cans got infected each year, well 
over 90 percent of them gay and 
bisexual men” to 1998, when 500 
people are expected to serocon- 
vert, “of whom two-thirds will 
still be gay and bisexual men.” 
Still, he says, “It’s hard to jump up 
and down” for joy when “one out 
of three of us is infected.” 

Also, he cautions, there is what 
he calls “the paradox of success,” 


and says, “Anyone working in sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases or tu¬ 
berculosis will tell you that once 
[infection] rates are down, public 
support, volunteer hours, and 
public dollars dry up. Then the 
number of new cases goes back 
up. It takes a long, sustained effort 
to maintain prevention successes.” 

It is another paradox, 
Wohlfeiler says, that with im¬ 
proved drug therapy “the pro¬ 
longed lives of HIV-infected indi¬ 
viduals also mean [for HIV-nega¬ 
tive gay men] that the odds of in¬ 
fection with an unknown partner 
will remain at the current level as 
they are now, instead of declining 
as they have been.” He urges more 
prevention efforts targeting HIV¬ 
positive men to reduce their risk 
behavior, and says, “Even though 
most HIV-positive men are very 
conscientious about their behav¬ 
ior, it is an obvious if uncomfort¬ 
able truth that if HIV-positive 
[people] were not having unsafe 
sex, no one would get infected.” 

Lydia Temoshok, the former 
scientific director of the U.S. Mil¬ 
itary HIV Research Program’s 
HIV Behavioral Prevention Pro¬ 
gram, also urges focusing on 
those already infected. She testi¬ 
fied before the House Commerce 
Committee Subcommittee on 
Health and the Environment Feb¬ 
ruary 5 that it was probably not 
possible “to prevent the secondary 
infection of others, and ultimate¬ 
ly halt the advance of the epidem¬ 
ic, without effective transmission 
prevention programs for people 
who test seropositive.” 

Temoshok told legislators that 
in the studies she supervised, “Re¬ 
sults suggest that specific preven¬ 
tion approaches may be differen¬ 
tially appropriate for HIV-positive 
and for HIV-negative (or un¬ 
known) persons.” Unfortunately, 
she said, “It is both curious and 
disturbing that of the many HIV 
intervention and prevention ef¬ 
forts implemented during the 
past 16 years since AIDS was first 
recognized, prevention of trans¬ 
mission by HIV-positive individ¬ 
uals has rarely been discussed, 
much less attempted.” 

According to.Temoshok, those 
efforts should begin immediately 
after detection and diagnosis, 
“with intensive counseling and val¬ 
idated methods to prevent trans¬ 
mission to uninfected persons.” 

Four days after Temoshok tes¬ 
tified before Congress, the 
Archives of Internal Medicine pub¬ 
lished a study of 203 HIV-infected 
men and women that seemed to 
bolster her figures. Forty percent 
of the 129 study subjects who 
were sexually active did not tell 
their partners about their infec¬ 
tion, and 58 percent of those who 
withheld the information did not 
regularly use condoms, even 
though they knew they could 
transmit HIV to their partners. 

Lead researcher Michael Stein 
from Brown University School of 
Medicine said reasons for failing 
to tell included shame, fear of re¬ 
jection, violence, and loss of in¬ 
come. Wohlfeiler would like to see 
San Francisco address those ob¬ 
stacles to honesty and lowered 
transmission rates. 

“Our individual actions — the 
way we have sex, the numbers of 
partners with whom we take risks, 
the way we inject drugs, the way 


we adhere to treatment regimens 
— will affect not only ourselves, 
but our friends and our future,” 
he says. “Our collective actions — 
the way we plan, the way we allo¬ 
cate resources, the way we treat 
one another — will also affect 
how much faster the epidemic 
slows.” 

More for gays? 

Barry Brinkley, the director of 
HIV prevention at the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Office and a co-chair 
of the HPPC, acknowledged that 
outreach to HIV-positive people 
“is clearly an issue whose time has 
come.” 

However, increasing the focus 
on HIV-positive people would 
probably require reallocating 
more funds to the gay communi¬ 
ty, which still has the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the city’s AIDS 
cases. That would mean less 
money for targeting women, 
communities of color, and het¬ 
erosexual men, where an increas¬ 
ing number of future infections is 
anticipated, and would therefore 
be highly controversial. 

Even so, some activists and ad¬ 
ministrators privately complain 
that San Francisco has short¬ 
changed the gay community in 
prioritizing past prevention ef¬ 
forts, and point to recent statistics 
that show a great discrepancy be¬ 
tween the percentage of PWAs 
who are gay men and the percent¬ 
age of resources spent on gay-spe¬ 
cific prevention efforts. 

Figures from the Department 
of Public Health’s AIDS Office 
show that more than 90 percent of 
the current AIDS cases in San 
Francisco are among gay and bi¬ 
sexual men, including the gay and 
bisexual male intravenous drug 
users who comprise about 11 per¬ 
cent of all gay/bi male cases. The 
city devoted quite a bit less than 
that to gay-oriented prevention 
programs in its last funding cycle: 
although figures are not com¬ 
pletely broken down, they do 
show that slightly less than a 
quarter of all resources went to 
programs targeting all at-risk 
populations (of which an un¬ 
known percentage was spent on 
gay men), and less than a third of 
the remaining money specifically 
targeted gay men, bisexual men, 
and gay/bi drug injectors. 

Brinkley at the AIDS Office 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
shares the concern that there may 
not be enough money going to 
the gay community, but said that 
is only one area without sufficient 
resources. 

“More dollars are needed. Pe¬ 
riod,” he said. “We are not ade¬ 
quately funded across the board.” 

He was hesitant to speculate 
about whether more funds will be 
allocated to the gay community 
next year, and said, “That’s really 
a council decision; I trust the 
community planning process.” V

Pabich said Solis-Marich in¬ 
formed him the agency’s deficit is 
over $500,000. 

Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
told the B.A.R. that the Depart-

mUnits/mL, and when patients are receiving a dose of 
zidovudine < 4,200 mg/week. 

Responsiveness to PROCRIT therapy may be blunted 
by intercurrent infectious/inflammatory episodes and 
by an increase in zidovudine dosage. Consequently, 
the dose of PROCRIT must be titrated based on these 
factors to maintain the desired erythropoietic response. 

Treatment of Anemia in Cancer Patients on 
Chemotherapy 

PROCRIT is indicated for the treatment of anemia in 
patients with non-myeloid malignancies where anemia 
is due to the effect of concomitantly administered 
chemotherapy. PROCRIT is indicated to decrease the 
need for transfusions in patients who will be receiving 
concomitant chemotherapy for a minimum of 2 months. 
PROCRIT is not indicated for the treatment of anemia 
in cancer patients due to other factors such as iron or 
folate deficiencies, hemolysis or gastrointestinal 
bleeding which should be managed appropriately. 
Available evidence suggests that patients with lymphoid 
and solid cancers respond equivalently to PROCRIT 
therapy, and that patients with or without tumor 
infiltration of the bone marrow respond equivalently 
to PROCRIT therapy. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

PROCRIT is contraindicated in patients with: 

1) Uncontrolled hypertension. 

2) Known hypersensitivity to mammalian cell-derived 
products. 

3) Known hypersensitivity to Albumin (Human). 

WARNINGS 

Pediatric Use: 

The multidose preserved formulation contains benzyl 
alcohol. Benzyl alcohol has been reported to be asso¬ 
ciated with an increased incidence of neurological 
and other complications in premature infants which 
are sometimes fatal. The safety and effectiveness of 
Epoetin alfa in children have not been established. 

Thrombotic Events and Increased Mortality: 

In a randomized, prospective trial of 1265 hemodialysis 
patients with clinically evident cardiac disease 
(ischemic heart disease or congestive heart failure), 
an increased mortality was observed in those patients 
randomized to a target hematocrit of 42% as compared 
to those patients targeted to remain at a hematocrit 
of 30%.The reason for increased mortality observed in 
these studies is unknown; however, the incidence of 
non-fatal myocardial infarction (3.1% vs. 2.3%), vas¬ 
cular access thrombosis (39% vs. 29%), and all other 
thrombotic events (22% vs. 18%) were also higher in 
the group randomized to achieve a hematocrit of 42%. 
Increased mortality was observed in a randomized placebo- 
controlled study of PROCRIT in patients who did not have 
chronic renal failure who were undergoing coronary 
artery bypass surgery (7 deaths in 126 patients ran¬ 
domized to PROCRIT vs. no deaths among 56 patients 
receiving placebo). Four of these deaths occurred during 
the period of study drug administration and all four 
deaths were associated with thrombotic events. While 
the extent of the population affected is unknown, in 
patients at risk for thrombosis, the anticipated 
benefits of PROCRIT treatment should be weighed 
against the potential for increased risks associated 
with therapy. 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

PROCRIT therapy has not been linked to exacerbation 
of hypertension, seizures, and thrombotic events in 
HIV-infected patients. 

PRECAUTIONS 

The parenteral administration of any biologic product 
should be attended by appropriate precautions in case 
allergic or other untoward reactions occur (see “CON¬ 
TRAINDICATIONS”). In clinical trials, while transient 


rashes were occasionally observed concurrently with 
PROCRIT therapy, no serious allergic or anaphylactic 
reactions were reported. See "ADVERSE REACTIONS” 
for more information regarding allergic reactions. 

The safety and efficacy of PROCRIT therapy have not 
been established in patients with a known history of a 
seizure disorder or underlying hematologic disease 
(e.g., sickle cell anemia, myelodysplastic syndromes, 
or hypercoagulable disorders). 

In some female patients, menses have resumed 
following PROCRIT therapy; the possibility of pregnancy 
should be discussed and the need for contraception 
evaluated. 

Hematology: Exacerbation of porphyria has been 
observed rarely in patients with CRF treated with 
PROCRIT. Nevertheless, PROCRIT should be used 
with caution in patients with known porphyria. 

In preclirfical studies in dogs and rats, but not in 
monkeys, PROCRIT therapy was associated with sub- 
clinicarbone marrow fibrosis. Bone marrow fibrosis is a 
known complication of CRF in humans and may be related 
to secondary hyperparathyroidism or unknown factors. 

In zidovudine-treated HIV-infected and cancer 
patients, hematocrit should be measured once a week 
until stabilized and periodically thereafter. 

Delayed or Diminished Response: If the patient fails 
to respond or to maintain a response to doses within 
the recommended dosing range, the following etiolo¬ 
gies should be considered and evaluated: 

1) Iron deficiency: Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron therapy (see "Iron 
Evaluation”). 

2) Underlying infectious, inflammatory, or malignant 
processes. 

3) Occult blood loss. 

4) Underlying hematologic diseases (i.e., thalassemia 
refractory anemia, or other myelodysplastic disorder). 

5) Vitamin deficiencies: folic acid or vitamin B12. 

6) Hemolysis. 

7) Aluminum intoxication. 

8) Osteitis fibrosa cystica. 

Iron Evaluation: During PROCRIT therapy, absolute 
functional iron deficiency may develop. Functional 
iron deficiency, with normal ferritin levels but low 
transferrin saturation, is presumably due to the 
inability to mobilize iron stores rapidly enough to 
support increased erythropoiesis. Transferrin satura¬ 
tion should be at least 20% and ferritin should be at 
least 100 ng/mL. 

Prior to and during PROCRIT therapy, the patient’s iron 
status, including transferrin saturation (serum iron 
divided by iron binding capacity) and serum ferritin, 
should be evaluated. Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron to increase or maintain 
transferrin saturation to levels which will adequately 
support erythropoiesis stimulated by PROCRIT. 

Drug Interactions: No evidence of interaction of 
PROCRIT with other drugs was observed in the 
course of clinical trials. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of 
Fertility: Carcinogenic potential of PROCRIT has not 
been evaluated. PROCRIT does not induce bacterial 
gene mutation (Ames Test), chromosomal aberra¬ 
tions in mammalian cells, micronuclei in mice, or 
gene mutation at the HGPRT locus. In female rats 
treated intravenously with PROCRIT, there was a 
trend for slightly increased fetal wastage at doses 
of 100 and 500 Units/kg. 

Pregnancy Category C: There are no adequate and 
well controlled studies in pregnant women. PROCRIT 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential 
benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

In studies in female rats, there were decreases in 
body weight gain, delays in appearance of abdominal 
hair, delayed eyelid opening, delayed ossification, and 
decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in the FI 
fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. In female rats 
treated intravenously, there was a trend for slightly 
increased fetal wastage at doses of 100 and 500 
Units/kg. PROCRIT has not shown any adverse 
effect at doses as high as 500 Units/kg in pregnant 
rabbits (from day 6 to 18 of gestation). 

Nursing mothers: Postnatal observations of the live 
offspring (FI generation) of female rats treated with 
PROCRIT during gestation and lactation revealed no 
effect of PROCRIT at doses of up to 500 Units/kg. 

There were, however, decreases in body weight gain, 
delays in appearance of abdominal hair, eyelid opening, 
and decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in 
the FI fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. There were 
no effects related to PROCRIT on the F2 generation 
fetuses. 

It is not known whether PROCRIT is excreted in human 
milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when PROCRIT is 
administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use: The safety and effectiveness of 


PROCRIT in children have not been established 
(see "WARNINGS"). 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients: 

Hypertension: Exacerbation of hypertension has not 
been observed in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients treated with PROCRIT. However, PROCRIT 
should be withheld in these patients if pre-existing 
hypertension is uncontrolled, and should not be started 
until blood pressure is controlled. In double-blind 
studies, a single seizure has been experienced by a 
patient treated with PROCRIT. 

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Hypertension: Hypertension, associated with a signifi¬ 
cant increase in hematocrit, has been noted rarely in 
cancer patients treated with PROCRIT. Nevertheless, 
blood pressure in patients treated with PROCRIT 
should be monitored carefully, particularly in patients 
with an underlying history of hypertension or cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

Seizures: In double-blind, placebo-controlled trials, 
3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 2.9% of 
placebo-treated patients had seizures. Seizures in 
1.6% of patients treated with PROCRIT occurred in 
the context of a significant increase in blood pressure 
and hematocrit baseline values. However, both 
patient groups treated with PROCRIT also had 
underlying CNS pathology which may have been 
related to seizure activity. 

Thrombotic events: In double-blind, placebo-controlled 
trials, 3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 11.8% 
of placebo-treated patients had thrombotic events 
(e.g., pulmonary embolism, cerebrovascular accident). 
Growth Factor Potential: PROCRIT is a growth factor 
that primarily stimulates zed blood cell production. 
However, the possibility that PROCRIT can act as a 
growth factor for any tumor type, particularly myeloid 
malignancies, cannot be excluded. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 
Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

Adverse events reported in clinical trials with PROCRIT 
in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients were 
consistent with the progression of HIV infection in 
double-blind, placebo-controlled studies of three 
months duration involving approximately 300 zidovu¬ 
dine-treated HIV-infected patients, adverse events 
with an incidence of >10% in either patients treated 
with PROCRIT or placebo-treated patients were:

There were no statistically significant differences 
between treatment groups in the incidence of the 
above events. 

In the 297 patients studied, PROCRIT was not associ¬ 
ated with significant increases in opportunistic infec¬ 
tions or mortality. In 71 patients from this group 
treated with PROCRIT at 150 Units/kg (T.I.W.), serum 
p24 antigen levels did not appear to increase. 
Preliminary data showed no enhancement of HIV 
replication in infected cell lines in vitro. 

Peripheral white blood cell and platelet counts are 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy. 

Allergic Reactions: Two zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients had urticarial reactions within 48 hours of 
their first exposure to study medication. One patient 
was treated with PROCRIT and one was treated with 
placebo (PROCRIT vehicle alone). Both patients had 
positive immediate skin tests against their study 
medication with a negative saline control. The basis 
for this apparent preexisting hypersensitivity to compo¬ 
nents of the PROCRIT formulation is unknown, but may 
be related to HIV-induced immunosuppression or prior 
exposure to blood products. 

Seizures: In double-blind and open-label trials of 
PROCRIT in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients, 
ten patients have experienced seizures. In general, 
these seizures appear to be related to underlying 
pathology such as meningitis or cerebral neoplasms, 
not PROCRIT therapy. 


Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Adverse experiences reported in clinical trials with 
PROCRIT in cancer patients were consistent with the 
underlying disease state. In double-blind, placebo- 
controlled studies of up to 3-months duration involv¬ 
ing 131 cancer patients, adverse events with an inci¬ 
dence > 10% in either patients treated with PROCRIT 
or placebo-treated patients were as indicated below:

Although some statistically significant differences- 
between patients treated with PROCRIT and placebo- 
treated patients were noted, the overall safety profile 
of PROCRIT appeared to be consistent with the dis¬ 
ease process of advanced cancer. During double¬ 
blind and subsequent open-label therapy in which 
patients (N=72) were treated for up to 32 weeks with 
doses as high as 927 Units/kg, the adverse experi¬ 
ence profile of PROCRIT was consistent with the pro¬ 
gression of advanced cancer. 

Based on comparable survival data and on the per¬ 
centage of patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients who discontinued therapy due to 
death, disease progression or adverse experiences 
(22% and 13%, respectively, p=0.25), the clinical 
outcome in patients treated with PROCRIT and place- 
bo-treated patients appeared to be similar. Available 
data from animal tumor models and measurement of 
proliferation of solid tumor cells from clinical biopsy 
specimens in response to PROCRIT does not potenti¬ 
ate tumor growth. Nevertheless, as a growth factor, 
the possibility that PROCRIT may potentiate growth of 
some tumors, particularly myeloid tumors, cannot be 
excluded. 

The mean peripheral white blood cell count was 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy compared to 
the corresponding value in the placebo-treated 
group. 

OVERDOSAGE 

The maximum amount of PROCRIT that can be safely 
administered in single or multiple doses has not been 
determined. Ooses of up to 1,500 Units/kg (T.I.W.) for 
three to four weeks have been administered without 
any direct toxic effects of PROCRIT itself. Therapy with 
PROCRIT can result in polycythemia if the hematocrit 
is not carefully monitored and the dose appropriately 
adjusted. If the suggested target range is exceeded, 
PROCRIT may be temporarily withheld until the hema¬ 
tocrit returns to the suggested target range-, PROCRIT 
therapy may then be resumed using a lower dose (see 
"DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION”). If polycythemia is 
of concern, phlebotomy may be indicated to decrease 
the hematocrit.

“We’re between a rock and a hard 
place,” Solis-Marich said. “We have 
a deficit from years previous to me 
being here.” He was adamant that 
no money from city contracts to 
run the local programs went to the 
task force’s national organizing 
and technical assistance efforts. 

“What happened was there 
was no system in place to do ap¬ 
propriate tracking, so we needed 
to put those systems in place,” 
Solis-Marich said. 

A city fiscal monitoring report 
of the NTFAP done in 1997 that 
covered prior years revealed ac¬ 
counting controls were inade¬ 
quate and that many expenses and 
reimbursements were question¬ 
able and, in at least one case, in¬ 
appropriate. That expense in¬ 
volved giving an advance of near¬ 
ly $6,000 in relocation costs to a 
job candidate who then declined 
the job. There’s no record of the 
money being repaid. 

Pabich said one of the city’s 
concerns is the NTFAP’s board of 
directors. “The composition of 
the board is largely the same peo¬ 
ple that have run up this deficit in 
the first place,” said Pabich. 

He said that part of his request 
to the mayor was that the city 
eliminate part of the task force’s 
deficit that is from operations of 
the local programs. While he ini¬ 
tially asked the city for $300,000, 
some of that has been negotiated, 
subsequently, the task force needs 
about $150,000 immediately, 
Solis-Marich said. 

The local program managers 
have been informed of the situa¬ 
tion and want to see if something 
can be worked out with the city. 
Katz said the AIDS Office could 
move quickly — within a day — 
if the city needs to find new agen¬ 
cies to run the local programs. T

for economic reasons only,” said 
Ammiano, adding such evictions 
cannot currently be appealed to 
the rent board. The supervisor 
hoping to introduce legislation to 
correct the problem. 

James Morales, director of the 
city’s Redevelopment Agency, 
spoke at last week’s hearing about 
the HOPWA program. “I’d person¬ 
ally be willing to look at variations 
to the HOPWA program,” Morales 
said. Such things might include 
using the subsidies outside of San 
Francisco or addressing the room¬ 
mate issue. While HOPWA doesn’t 
allow for roommates, Morales said 
the regulations contain a “very ex¬ 
pansive definition of family.” 

Ammiano said he would like to 
institute pilot programs to explore 
the effectiveness of changes in reg¬ 
ulations to make it a little easier 
for people who get the rental as¬ 
sistance to use it. T

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MACT up! 

After 19 years, multicultural group 
still gives best dialogue in town

lmost two decades ago, a 
IIJl group of concerned gay 
i J i men began forming in San 
Francisco to build cross-cultural 
bridges of friendships in the midst 
of our race-obsessed society. Ini¬ 
tially started and nurtured 
through a grass roots newsletter, 
the group marched in the Gay 
Pride Parade of 1980 under the 
name Black and White Men To¬ 
gether. 

Since then, Black and White 
Men Together has outgrown its 
former name, and is now Men of 
All Colors Together. (According to 
the group’s former volunteer 
chairs, the organization’s mem¬ 
bership has always reflected a di¬ 
verse spectrum of ethnic and cul¬ 
tural backgrounds, but the name 
was changed to send a much 
clearer message to the communi¬ 
ty that the group acknowledges 
and welcomes everyone.) It has 
also grown far beyond San Fran¬ 
cisco, with chapters meetings in 
about two dozen American cities, 
plus London and Brazil. 

Still, some things haven’t 
changed: Men Of All Colors To¬ 
gether is still a non-profit gay or¬ 
ganization with multicultural and 
multiracial members committed 
to fostering an environment filled 
with educational, political, and 
social exchange. MACT still keeps 
its members informed with a 
newsletter filled with tips on 
health, the arts, current events, 
and various articles that support 
the social and political topics of 
their monthly meetings. And its 
goal is still to foster dialogue and 
engage the issues of racism, sex¬ 
ism, homophobia, and other in¬ 
equities that affect the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
community. 

As the group has matured, 
core members have continued to 
search for new ways to reinforce 
its purpose and to re-evaluate its 
curriculum. The result of its 
growth has been a broader orga¬ 
nizational focus geared to reflect 
the changes in our society and in 
the diverse landscape of the gay 
community. 

As co-chair Ted Friedman told 
the B.A.R., “We have a great diver¬ 
sity amongst our members. We 


cover the cultural and political 
spectrum — even Republicans.” 

The group sponsors four to 
five activities each month in San 
Francisco, and currently works 
with about half-dozen related or¬ 
ganizations. Some of the group’s 
activities are held at the Lone Star 
Saloon, such as the beer and soda 
bust; the chat night, which fea¬ 
tures guest speakers on relevant 
social topics; and the Sunday 
brunches. Other activities include 
a roaming video night and out¬ 
ings to restaurants and legit the¬ 
ater. 

Former Co-Chair Richard 
Brownscombe, who joined 
MACT in the mid-1980s, said, 
“Part of what draws me, and all 
who participate in our activities, 
is the ability to conduct a dialogue 
that is different, and that is edu¬ 
cational and beneficial.” 

As one longtime member put 
it, “The friendships I have gained 
through this group have been 
long lasting. I am still with the 
group because we continue to 
deal with multicultural and mul¬ 
tiracial issues in an intelligent 
way.” 

MACT members are also in¬ 


volved in other areas within the 
community. Board member 
David Chan, for instance, is also 
an active member of Pacific 
Friends and The Asian Pacific Is¬ 
lander Wellness Center. He said, 
“There are many groups that have 
a theme of finding someone who 
has the exact same interests. I like 
the idea of having an organization 
that says even though we are dif¬ 
ferent there is something about 
being gay or queer that we share, 
there are issues that maybe haunt 
all of us that we can address to¬ 
gether.” 

Next Friday, March 20, MACT 
will show the documentary film 
Where Are We?: Our Trip Through 
America by Robert Epstein and 
Jeffrey Friedman as the center- 
piece of its video night. The film 
will begin at 7 p.m., but the loca¬ 
tion was not established at press 
time. ▼

Small buildings 
demolished at 
community center site 

CCP board , preservationists should 
reach agreement on Fallon Building soon

• emolition of three small 
structures on the site of the 
planned Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender Community 
Center took place this week as the 
project moves forward, even 
though no decision has been 
reached about the fate of the Fal¬ 
lon Building. The demolition did 
not adversely affect the Victorian 
building; in fact, both the Com¬ 
munity Center Project (CCP) 
Board of Directors and the 
Friends of 1800 Market Street, the 
group that formed to rally against 
razing the Fallon Building, sup¬ 
ported tearing down the small 
buildings. Both groups stated the 
action was needed to prevent ac¬ 
cess by squatters to the Fallon, 
thus protecting its interior from 
further vandalism. 

Plans for the $9.5 million com¬ 
munity center at Market and Oc- 
tavia streets are moving forward, 
and negotiations are said to be 
near completion between the CCP 
board, Friends of 1800 Market 
Street, the Foundation for San 
Francisco’s Architectural Heritage, 
and the mayor’s office. The groups 
began meeting several months ago 
to reach agreement on the pro¬ 
ject’s design. A second feasibility 
study done by preservationist ar¬ 
chitect Jay Turnbull and the CCP’s 
architects has shaved $1.5 million 
off the cost of restoring the 104- 
year-old Victorian building, al¬ 
though keeping the historic struc¬ 
ture would increase the center’s 
budget by about $500,000. 

CCP board member Scott 
Shafer was asked how much 
longer the negotiations would 
continue and how long the CCP 
board was willing to wait; the cen¬ 


ter is already a few months behind 
schedule, although it is still pro¬ 
jected to be open in late 2000. 
Shafer said the CCP board is anx¬ 
ious to resolve the issue and hopes 
to have a decision by next month’s 
board meeting. 

Shaky foundations 
of a different sort 

The controversy is now start¬ 
ing to have an impact on the cen¬ 
ter’s capital campaign — corpo¬ 
rate donors and foundations are 
leery and many will not commit 
to making a donation without 
schematic drawings of the center; 
those drawings can’t be complet¬ 
ed until the CCP has made a deci¬ 
sion about whether to retain the 
Victorian as part of the gay com¬ 
munity center. 

Mark Leno, co-chair of the 
center’s $3.5 million capital cam¬ 
paign, told the B.A.R. that the lin¬ 
gering issue of the Fallon Building 
is beginning to affect fundraising. 
“Foundations want to see some 
hard numbers and we don’t have 
that. Because we don’t have that, 
it’s held up [fundraising]. Until 
that is resolved, it’s difficult.” Leno 
said that to date, the CCP has 
raised $1.6 million of the $3.5 
million needed. That figure does 
not include any costs to restore 
the Fallon Building. 

Last year, the CCP board stat¬ 
ed that restoring the Fallon Build¬ 
ing and making it part of the com¬ 
munity center could cost an addi¬ 
tional $2.6 million. According to 
Gary Goad of Friends of 1800 
Market Street, and Shafer, the fea¬ 
sibility study recently completed 
by Turnbull has significantly low¬ 
ered that cost to around $500,000. 
Gone are initial CCP plans for a 
rooftop deck on the Victorian and 
some other costly items, Goad 


said. “There were a number of 
things done to reduce costs,” Goad 
said of the second feasibility re¬ 
port. “Negotiations are continuing 
and another meeting has been 
scheduled with the mayor’s office.” 

Mayor Willie Brown got in¬ 
volved late last year after the 
Landmarks Preservation Adviso¬ 
ry Board voted to pursue whether 
the Fallon Building should be ex¬ 
amined for landmark status. Since 
last November, several meetings 
have been held with staff from the 
mayor’s office and progress has 
been made at each one. 

Goad said CCP board Presi¬ 
dent Brenda Barnette and direc¬ 
tor Barbara French attended the 
last Friends of 1800 Market Street 
meeting at the group’s invitation. 
“I think it’s right on,” Goad said of 
the negotiations. “I’m really glad 
we’ve gotten involved and I think 
everyone’s going to win.” 

Friends of 1800 Masket Street 
has not officially committed to 
helping raise funds for the com¬ 
munity center, which is some¬ 
thing the CCP board would like to 
see, particularly if the Fallon 
Building is restored. “We haven’t 
voted on it, but the consensus is 
yes, if the building is part of the 
project, Friends of 1800 Market 
Street would raise money specifi¬ 
cally to help pay for the restora¬ 
tion,” Goad told the B.A.R. 

The demolition work was 
done by the San Francisco firm of 
Peak Engineering, Inc. at a cost of 
$20,000. The necessary permits 
were obtained from the Planning 
Department and supported by 
Friends of 1800 Market Street. 
Sunset Scavengers, a subsidy of 
Norcal Waste Systems, donated 
debris boxes worth up to $10,000 
for the demolition clean up, said 
Shafer. ▼ 
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City says no to Life Center lease 


... Until it finds other tenants

f -' he 17-year-old crater in a lot 
at Market and 16th streets in 
II the heart of the Castro be¬ 
stows a sense of postwar Berlin. It 
used to be the site of Trinity Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church, but an ar¬ 
sonist set it ablaze in a presumed 
hate crime after its congregation 
welcomed gay men and lesbians. 
The shattered brick foundation of 
the church now supports only a 
rusted metal fence that brings an 
eerie neglect to the neighborhood. 

Since 1990, some members of 
the community have dreamed of 
building a four-story AIDS re¬ 
source center on the site. Known 
as the Life Center, it would house 
providers of health, education 
and support services under one 
roof to promote collaboration 
among individual agencies. 

But organizers have not yet 
found agencies to fill the space. 
First, the AIDS Health Project 
pulled out of the scheme. Now, the 
San Francisco Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) says it will not 
sign a lease unless the Life Center 
finds agencies to sublet its space. 

And planning for the center 
has been marred by an absence of 
the very collaboration organizers 
hoped to foster. Jim Dilly, execu¬ 
tive director of the AIDS Health 
Project, is telling the Department 
of Public Health that the concept 
for the center is flawed. 

Robert Oakes, a member of 
the Board of Directors of the non¬ 
profit trying to build the Life Cen¬ 
ter, responds that Dilly is “trying 
to trash” the center for political 
reasons. He claims that Dilly was 
“Machiavellian,” tying up work on 
the center until he could get a fa¬ 
cility of his own. 

A $1.5 million investment 

The delay in constructing the 
center has been costly. A 49-year 
lease for the site valued at $1 mil¬ 
lion was donated by the church, 
which has also contributed about 
$500,000 to cover the cost of plan¬ 
ning the Life Center. Each year the 
site remains fallow, a $1.5 million 
investment returns nothing to the 
community. 

Time has also witnessed a dra¬ 
matic change in the AIDS crisis. 
During the eight years the Life 
Center has been in the planning 
stage, combination drug therapies 
have helped many patients live 
longer and healthier. They make 
fewer visits to medical offices for 


the treatment of individual dis¬ 
eases related to HIV infection. It’s 
an evolution that has the commu¬ 
nity of AIDS service providers in 
turmoil. And a bricks and mortar 
approach may be dated, say some. 

The lease that is being consid¬ 
ered by the Department of Public 
Health would cover about 15,000 
square feet in the Life Center at a 
rate of $1.36 per square foot for a 
period of 10 years. The Life Center 
needs the $2.4 million lease to 
guaranty construction financing 
of about $3.6 million. The cost to 
build the facility is $5.2 million, 
with the remaining $1.6 million 
expected from a variety of sources. 

But after meeting last Friday, 
March 6 with Life Center organiz¬ 
ers, San Francisco Health Director 
Mitch Katz issued a statement 
suggesting the city does not want 
to use the space. “The city will not 
be able to agree to a lease until we 
have been able to identify a suffi¬ 
cient number of agencies that 
wish to locate their services at the 
Life Center and who have the abil¬ 
ity to pay the rent that is necessary 
to offset the mortgage,” he said. 

The Life Center does have ten¬ 
ants for other space in the build¬ 
ing. Walgreen Co. has signed a 10- 
year lease for 3,000 square feet of 
storefront space at $4.25 per 
square foot. And the Under One 
Roof retail store, which donates 
all profits to AIDS organizations, 
is expected to lease 1,500 square 
feet of storefront space, at a dis¬ 
counted rate. In addition, the 
church would use a 2,400 square 
feet meeting room for church ser¬ 
vices and activities. 

In 1994, the Life Center and 
the AIDS Health Project struck an 
agreement in principle for the 
AIDS Health Project to manage 
the standard of care for direct ser¬ 
vices provided by various agencies 
at the center. The AIDS Health 
Project was expected to lease 
about 14,200 square feet at the 
center, and, in 1995, it received 
temporary space at 400 Castro St. 
free-of-charge that the Life Cen¬ 
ter helped arrange. 

But after a Market Street 
building already owned by the 
University of California became 
vacant, the AIDS Health Project, 
which is affiliated with the uni¬ 
versity, renounced the Life Center 
and moved there. 

AIDS Health Project’s Dilly 
claims that the Life Center aban¬ 
doned the plan to have services 
and client flow coordinated by the 
AIDS Health Project. “Providing 
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services to a multi-diagnosed 
complex population is not an easy 
thing,” he said. “There are possi¬ 
bilities for problems.” 

Oakes denies the Life Center 
changed its intentions. “It’s 
garbage for him to say the center 
can’t coordinate services,” he said. 
“The nonprofit is building a 
building so that providers can 
come together in one location.” 

Yanking the carpet 

“My opinion was [Dilly] used 
the development of the Life Cen¬ 
ter to get temporary space at 400 
Castro, and he was not forthcom¬ 
ing about his use of the facility to 
get a place of his own,” Oakes said. 
“I just hate it when people lie to 
me. The building would be built 
today and in operation if they 
hadn’t yanked the carpet out from 
under us.” 

Oakes said that he didn’t want 
his comments to reflect poorly on 
the services the AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject performs. “I think what [the 
project] does is admirable work. 
Whether [clients] go to the AIDS 
Health Project or the Life Center 
should depend on the services 
being provided rather than the 
turf that someone is protecting.” 

Dilly has raised his concerns 
about the Life Center with city of¬ 
ficials. “I have an opinion about 
how it should operate,” he said. “I 
wouldn’t characterize it as we’re 
out to stop it.” 

Ira Glasser, development coor¬ 
dinator for the Life Center, admits 
some of the delay is also due to 
the failure of the nonprofit’s 
board of directors to fundraise ag¬ 
gressively.

“We didn’t want to go to the 
community and take money from 
smaller groups,” he said. “We 
wanted to get funding from 
sources that had not been actively 
contributing. We’re just surprised 
that the community itself hasn’t 
stood up to say ‘what a fantastic 
deal.’ I think it’s because we didn’t 
do a very good job of sharing the 
message about what we were 
doing.” 

Although the city doesn’t want 
to use the space at the Life Center 
for its own services, Dean Good¬ 
win, Mayor Willie Brown’s liaison 
to the lesbian, gay and transgen¬ 
der community, thinks there is a 
need for the center. 

“The Life Center isn’t a service 


provider, but it helps smaller 
agencies consolidate and reduce 
their costs,” he said. “No matter 
what changes take place in the 
epidemic, there will always be a 
need for service to the communi¬ 
ty. It’s just a matter of what kind.” 
Goodwin thinks the Life Center’s 
central location makes it an ideal 
place for a work reentry and com¬ 
puter training program, being de¬ 
veloped by AIDS Benefits Coun¬ 
selors. 

Glasser said the organizers of 
the Life Center will schedule an¬ 
other meeting with Katz after the 
Life Center’s board of directors 
meets on March 18 to consider 
the “options” discussed in the 
meeting with Katz. T

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larly criticized by the media and 
has seen his support among voters 
dip since he took office in January 
1996, the mayor remains popular 
among gays, women, African 
Americans, and those under 45, 
according to a San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer poll done in late 1997. 

Brown will almost certainly 
seek reelection in two years. “If I 
had to decide today, absolutely,” he 
said. “I haven’t finished my tasks.” 

Between now and then, a lot 
will happen in San Francisco, and 
Brown will be a driving force be¬ 
hind a number of things that will 
benefit the city as a whole and the 
queer community in particular. 

Queer supe looks likely 

The wait started even before all 
of the ballots were counted last 
November 4; it’s a question the 
mayor is asked by reporters almost 
daily: Who will Brown appoint to 
the Board of Supervisors as Susan 
Leal’s replacement? After Leal, a 
Latina lesbian, was elected trea¬ 
surer and Brown was asked “The 
Question” at her victory celebra¬ 
tion, he said he wanted to appoint 
“another Susan Leal.” He has 
steadfastly maintained that posi¬ 
tion as he goes about deciding on 
who will be his fifth board ap¬ 
pointment since becoming mayor. 

Leal resigned from the board 
in early January to assume her 
new duties and the city’s 11- 
member legislative body has been 
one person shoit ever since. 
Names have been tossed around 
by political observers, rumors 
have abounded throughout City 
Hall; yet Brown has taken his time 
in making a decision. 

In what is perhaps the closest 
he has come to committing to fill 
the seat witft a queer person of 
color, Brown told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter his reasoning was simple. 
“Susan is a lesbian and it would be 
replacing [that]. It’s not like she 
was just appointed. She got elect¬ 
ed and I’ve got to respect the vot¬ 
ers’ choice.” said Brown. Leal was 
appointed to the board in 1993 
and won election a year later with 
over 100,000 votes. 

Brown said he has taken no 
longer making this appointment 
than others, with the exception of 
Michael Yaki, who filled the first 
vacancy. “I’m within my time 
frame,” said Brown, adding he has 
high standards. “You don’t know 
how valuable Susan was. She’s dis¬ 
ciplined, knowledgeable, has 
courage, and has political sense. 
She didn’t become addicted to the 
process ... [the] constituency did¬ 
n’t frighten her into inaction. She 
made the best public policy deci¬ 
sion and then marketed it.” 

Brown has spent most of his 
life serving the public; he became 
one of the most powerful men in 
California during his tenure as 
speaker of the Assembly, and he 
finds it disturbing that some peo¬ 
ple he’s approached for the board 
job are unwilling to serve. 

Supports equal 
benefits law 

Brown has always supported 
the city’s domestic partner bene¬ 
fits law that went into effect last 
June. The landmark ordinance re¬ 
quires companies that do business 
with the city to offer benefits to 
domestic partners of employees if 
those benefits are offered to 
spouses. The law is being chal¬ 
lenged in U.S. District Court by 
the Air Transport Association 
(ATA) and Federal Express, but no 
decision has been made. The lat¬ 
est development, however, is a 
blow to the city as Fed Ex was 
granted a temporary restraining 
order. A hearing has been sched¬ 


uled for next month. Since last 
June, nearly 3,000 companies cov¬ 
ering over 600,000 employees 
have complied with the law. 

The mavor was asked what the 
city’s prepared to do should it lose 
the lawsuit. While the judge could 
rule a number of different ways, 
one scenario would exclude some 
benefits while leaving other parts 
of the law intact. He said that he’d 
“insist on the supervisors sending 
down legislation” that would con¬ 
form to the judge’s decision if it 
changes the existing ordinance. “I 
believe in the domestic partner 
ordinance and 1 am appalled that 
companies are challenging that 
act,” he said. “It seems almost in¬ 
humane to deny benefits. 

“My responsibility would be to 
overcome what objections there 
are and we’ll have to find a way to 
do that. 1 don’t speculate on the 
worst case, just as we worked out 
[solution] with the Archbishop; if 
the^church can five with the do¬ 
mestic partner law, it seems to me 
civil operations on the private side 
ought to be able to live with do¬ 
mestic partner coverage.” 

Medical marijuana, 

AIDS Summit 

Brown has convened periodic 
summits — daylong meetings 
that focus on a specific issue — 
and in January held his first de¬ 
voted to HIV/AIDS. Brown stayed 
the entire day, often asking ques¬ 
tions and responding to com¬ 
ments by the audience. Local and 
national AIDS experts presented 
panels on just about every issue 
related to the epidemic. Brown 
said that a significant develop¬ 
ment from the conference was his 


come up with policies that would 
withstand a legal challenge. 

One of Willie’s 
pet projects 

Brown is overseeing several 
major capital projects, including 
two sports stadiums and several 
community centers, one of which 
is the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center 
that’s supposed to be open by the 
end of 2000. Brown is a big sup¬ 
porter of the center; in 1996 he 
approved $1.1 million in city 
funds grants for the Community 
Center Project (CCP) Board of 
Directors to acquire the site. He 
has committed a total of $6 mil¬ 
lion for the project. 

Last fall things effectively 
ground to a halt on the project 
when controversy erupted over 
the fate of a 104-vear-old Queen 
Anne Victorian that sits on the 
property. The CCP board deter¬ 
mined it would cost too much to 
restore it along with a new build¬ 
ing. The fight pitted the CCP 
against Friends of 1800 Market 
Street, a hastily organized grass 
roots group that garnered com¬ 
munity support to have the Fallon 
Building landmarked, a process 
that would significantly increase 
the cost and delay construction. 

The mayor stepped in when it 
became apparent the landmarks 
advisory board would go forward 
with studying the historical issue. 
“I facilitated these talks,” he said 
of the negotiations involving the 
CCP board, preservationists, and 
staff from Brown’s office. People 
from Friends of 1800 Market met 
with Brown during one of his Sat¬ 
urday open houses. “They’re real-

announcement that longtime 
AIDS activist Dick Pabich would 
be brought on board full time to 
serve as his HIV/AIDS liaison. 

“The mayor’s office will now 
have a focus point for the public 
to access this office. Dick Pabich’s 
selection by me is comparable, in 
my opinion, to what [President] 
Clinton attempted to do with his 
AIDS Czar,’” Brown said, making 
it clear he expects the office to be 
effective. It probably will be; as the 
mayor noted, “I’m a 24-hour a 
day person and people around me 
must exhibit that and be 100 per¬ 
cent performers.” 

Numerous other recommenda¬ 
tions made in the summit’s prelim¬ 
inary report are being evaluated by 
Pabich and health officials. One 
issue that is currently out of 
Brown’s control is the fate of Den¬ 
nis Peron’s Cannabis Cultivator’s 
Club and others; Attorney General 
Dan Lungren has been waging war 
in the courts since before Proposi¬ 
tion 215 was approved by Califor¬ 
nia voters in November 1996. 
Things are expected to come to a 
head soon and the mayor was 
asked if the city would examine de¬ 
claring a public health emergency 
to keep the clubs open. While spe¬ 
cific findings are needed for such a 
declaration, some believe the city 
could successfully argue the clubs 
are an emergency, given medical 
marijuana is needed by some AIDS 
patients so they can adhere to pow¬ 
erful drug cocktails. Those experi¬ 
encing success with the drugs have 
undetectable or very low viral 
loads, and some physicians think 
they might be less contagious since 
less of the virus is present. 

“I think we’ll have to do some¬ 
thing to keep the substance avail¬ 
able,” the mayor said, adding some 
community leaders are working to 


ly talented people. I was im¬ 
pressed with their width, breadth, 
and knowledge,” he said of the 
preservationists. “Absolutely, they 
should help raise money for it. I 
hope they recognize the great 
need for the center.” 

He is confident the center will 
be built, and did not rule out fur¬ 
ther financial help from the city in 
the way of possibly providing a 
short term loan if the CCP board 
cannot resolve the Fallon Building 
issue and moves to another loca¬ 
tion, which is one of the alterna¬ 
tives they’re exploring, although it 
appears things will work out at 
the present site. Brown just wants 
the job done. 

“I want this center, at least 
construction, started before I run 
for reelection,” he said. “It was 
dropped in my lap. I want it to be 
a showplace.” 

Following in Rudy’s heels? 

Brown is everywhere; his daily 
schedule almost always includes 
appearances at numerous func¬ 
tions, from AIDS benefits to pre¬ 
senting the Bammie Award for 
outstanding album to San Fran¬ 
cisco rockers Third Eye Blind at 
last Saturday’s event. “Looking 
out from here, this place looks like 
a cannabis club,” Brown cracked 
from the stage as the crowd in a 
cloud of haze at the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium whooped it up. 

He has been likened to New 
York City Mayor Rudolph Giu¬ 
liani, though the two are on op¬ 
posite sides of the political spec¬ 
trum. Last year Giuliani appeared 
in drag at a fundraiser; Brown was 
asked if he would follow in Giu¬ 
liani’s high heels, so to speak. 

“I’ve got bad legs!” laughed the 
mayor, although he didn’t rule out 
the possibility. ▼

has run twice for public office. In 
1995, she was named an Out¬ 
standing Woman of Berkeley for 
her work on behalf of the lesbian 
and gay community, including 
co-authoring the city’s domestic 
partner law. She is a candidate for 
ordination in the Metropolitan 
Community Churches and is 
completing an M.A. at the Pacific 
School of Religion. Kolakowski is 


co-chair of the Bay Area Trans¬ 
gender Law Association and is a 
regular contributor to the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Anne Marie Tobias is a bisexu- 
ally-identified post-operative 
transsexual who has been in¬ 
volved with several organizations 
including the Lesbian Avengers 
and the Transsexual Menace. To¬ 
bias is of mixed Chinese/Ameri¬ 
can heritage, and was born in Tai¬ 
wan and raised in the U.S.

Kuehl puts teeth in 
hate crimes law for TGs

California State Assembly 
Speaker Pro Tempore Sheila 
Kuehl introduced legislation de¬ 
signed to strengthen the section of 
the state’s hate crimes law regard¬ 
ing prosecution of gender hate 
crimes on Wednesday, February 
18. 

Current law is not clear, and 
Kuehl indicates that some district 
attorneys fail to prosecute hate 
crimes committed because the 
perpetrator feels the victim’s ap¬ 
pearance or behavior to be gen¬ 
der-inappropriate. In fact, current 
law does indicate that hate crimes 
based upon actual or perceived 
gender and actual or perceived 
sexual orientation are prose¬ 
cutable. Although such hate 
crimes against transgendered per¬ 
sons can be legally prosecuted 
under those statutes, only a few 
district attorney’s offices — such 
as those in Los Angeles or San 
Francisco — are actually pursuing 
such cases. 

In a statement issued Wednes¬ 
day, March 4 Kuehl took aim at 
gubernatorial candidate Dan 
Lungren in his role as attorney

general. “Sadly,” she said, “the state 
attorney general’s office has not 
provided the necessary leadership 
when it comes to prosecuting hate 
crimes. I won’t speculate on 
whether this reflects a lack of will 
on the attorney general’s part or 
confusion about the law, but I can 
say for certain that when my bill 
passed the prosecutable nature of 
these crimes will be crystal clear.” 

Kuehl said, “Among the most 
important features of life in a de¬ 
mocratic society are freedom of 
movement, freedom of expres¬ 


sion, and freedom of association, 
along with the right to safety of 
one’s own person. I believe that 
my bill, by helping to reduce vio¬ 
lence, will enhance the quality of 
life for all Californians.” 

The bill, AB1999, is currently 
awaiting assignment to commit¬ 
tee, probably Public Safety. One 
staffer told B.A.R. that historical¬ 
ly, bills regarding transgender 
people have not fared well in the 
legislature. The staffer recalled a 
bill by retired State Senator Mil- 
ton Marks that would have ad¬ 
dressed right to work and dis¬ 
crimination against transgen¬ 
dered persons in the workplace: it 
died in committee because not 
one legislator was willing to deal 
with TG issues. 

However, one legislative aide 
suggested that AB1999 will be 
useful in educating district attor¬ 
neys’ offices about the issue and 
the law. ▼

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marry a man” and spoke of want¬ 
ing to hold her in her arms again. 
Were Anthony’s intimate words 
merely the way women addressed 
each other at the time, or are they 
clues to her sexuality? Some queer 
historians warn against reading 
letters like these with twentieth- 
century eyes, while others main¬ 
tain that any woman who makes 


a life with other women was a les¬ 
bian. There are lively arguments 
on both sides. 

We’ll never know what Susan 
and “Dicky” did in their big dou¬ 
ble bed. What is clear is that An¬ 
thony’s ties with her many female 
friends and companions were 
central to her emotional life — 
much as they would be for a les¬ 
bian today. She was an indepen¬ 
dent woman who eschewed mar¬ 
riage and children, sought out 
and treasured the company of 


women, and devoted herself to 
pursuing a feminist social revolu¬ 
tion. And that’s about as “queer” 
as a nineteenth-century woman 
could get. ▼

Boundaries crossed in 
ACRC HIV treatment trials

Community Research Consor¬ 
tium (ACRC) treatment trial that 
will provide evidence, through 
comparison, that the treatment is 
feasible. 

The two African-American 
women have persevered in the 
study to where Jacqui has come 
from being jailed and drug-ad¬ 
dicted to being drug-free, having 
her T-ceils soar, her viral load drop 
to the undetectable level, her time 
served, and a new life begun as an 
outreach employee of the San 
Mateo County AIDS Program. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” Jacqui 
said. “I thought, ‘I just might live to 
see my son graduate and play pro 
football.”’ Dorothy, a former li¬ 
censed vocational nurse, went from 
a feeling that “she’s going to die” 
through many a tearful night to a 
present position of faith that her 
participation has helped both her 
daughter and many others who 
will undergo that same treatment. 

“Gene therapy is a potentially 
exciting new approach to treating a 
number of diseases, including HIV 
infection,” stated Dr. Stan Deresin- 
sky, an ACRC veteran and the med¬ 
ical officer in charge of these treat¬ 
ment trials, in which blood is 
drawn, treated, and put back into 
the patient’s bloodstream. 

The success of the collabora¬ 
tion of mother and daughter 
marks something else that is be¬ 
coming characteristic of AIDS 
treatment: a crossing of borders. 
It is becoming increasingly com¬ 
mon for boundaries of age, gen¬ 
erations, sexual orientation, race, 
and socioeconomic division to be 
breached as those concerned 
struggle to conquer HIV. Such is 
the observation of Michael Edell, 
who directs ACRC. 

‘Never so well’ 

In a recent interview with two 
young gay men at the ACRC office 
in Redwood City, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter got other insights into ways 
that such boundaries are over¬ 
come. 

In the case of Brian Camp, 38, 
he became a research nurse 
through being a patient first, then 
a part of a study at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity, where clinical trials were 
being conducted. Then in 1990, 
he joined ACRC and subsequent¬ 
ly met Jacqui, who impressed him 
very much as a vivacious, upbeat 


person eager to continue treat¬ 
ment. Brian’s working with Jacqui 
in treatment is an illustration of 
how little it matters that the for¬ 
mer is a gay white man and the 
latter a straight African-American 
woman. 

Camp has also found that his 
identity as a specialized caregiver 
in an organization devoted to 
treatment of the HIV-infected has 
engendered and deepened friend¬ 
ships. But suspicions and fear re¬ 
main — even humorously in 
some instances, such as the re¬ 
mark from his mother, who said 
after she had learned her son’s sta¬ 
tus and professional endeavor, 
“You better watch out. You always 
picked up everything!” 

Camp has also found that he 
has acquired a “comfort value” 
among the HIV-infected. Such re¬ 
alizations, he has found, have “en¬ 
riched his life,” leading him to see 
prospects clearly and regularly. 
Nevertheless, he has his fears, par¬ 
ticularly of what can transpire in 
the course of the epidemic. 

“I worry about what can hap¬ 
pen in a new wave of the epidem¬ 
ic,” he explained. “Other options 
are needed.” 

Victor Hall, 32, is a more re¬ 
cent participant: an HIV-negative 
Filipino man who lives in San 
Francisco but joined in the same 
study as Dorothy and Jacqui, 
though his first allegiance is as the 
client services manager of the Fil¬ 
ipino Task Force on AIDS of 
Northern California. 

In that role, Hall has found re¬ 
wards, stating strongly in his re¬ 
sponse to the question of how he 
feels about his role, “I’ve never 
been treated so well!” 

How the Filipino community 
regards him he does not know yet. 

However, Hall finds that the 
Filipino community is under-rep¬ 
resented in the anti-AIDS cam¬ 
paign, in his estimation. He views 
Filipinos as one segment of the 
Pacific Island community and is 
anxious to have greater participa¬ 
tion throughout. 

Michael Edell,- the Executive 
Director of ACRC, welcomes ini¬ 
tiatives which surpass previously 
recognized barriers, such as has 
happened with Dorothy and 
Jacqui. The organization can be 
reached at (650) 364-6563 in Red¬ 
wood City.

SEROSTIM showed significant 
improvements on two points—change in appearance and overall benefit of 
therapy—while results of the other measures were inconclusive. Patients who 
continue to lose weight in their first two weeks of therapy should be reevaluated. 


SEROSTIM isn’t a steroid, an appetite 
stimulant or nutritional supplement. It’s a 
completely new anabolic (LBM building) 
and anticatabolic (inhibits LBM break¬ 
down) treatment that increases LBM and 
improves physical performance by inter¬ 
acting with a variety of cell types.

BRIEF SUMMARY. SEE FULL PRESCRIBING INFORMATION BEFORE PRESCRIBING. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for jnjection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS wast¬ 
ing or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . The continued use of Serostim treatment should be 
reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is experi¬ 
enced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which are com¬ 
mon in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabolism and weight loss, should also be monitored and treated. 
HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in virus production when 
the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have shown 
that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant growth hor¬ 
mone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant nucleoside 
analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of virus replication, it is recommended that HIV+- 
patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or stiff¬ 
ness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing the 
frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not resolve 
by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an aller¬ 
gic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments and 
who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). Patients 
were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a minimal 
increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be monitored 
closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The syn¬ 
drome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small number of 
children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients is recom¬ 
mended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the incidence 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi’s sarcoma in clinical studies of Serostim. Patients 
with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks associat¬ 
ed with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or discom¬ 
fort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable syringes and 
needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against any reuse of nee- 
-dles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be employed. Patients should 
be instructed to rotate injection sites to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug interac¬ 
tions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy : Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction stud¬ 
ies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Women : It is not known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk, 
caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: In two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue tur¬ 
gor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . These symptoms were generally rated by inves¬ 
tigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of these 
events were rare.

Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with underly¬ 
ing disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of Serostim 
from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 


Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim dur¬ 
ing the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment. 

Adverse events that occurred in 1% to less than 10% of study participants receiving Serostim in the two placebo-controlled 
clinical efficacy studies are listed below by body system. The list of adverse events has been compiled regardless of causal 
relationship to Serostim. 

Body as a Whole-, rigors, flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
General) , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System: oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry mouth, 
constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, gastritis, 
tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System: muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System, dizziness, 
convulsions, hypertonia, neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism. Respiratory System, dyspnea, coughing, 
sinusitis, upper respiratory tract infection, pharyngitis, rhinitis, pneumonia, bronchitis, increased sputum, respiratory disorder, 
bronchospasm, pneumonitis, pleurisy. White Blood Cell and Reticuloendothelial System Disorders: cervical lymphadenopathy, 
eosinophilia. Skin and Appendages: skin disorder, folliculitis, rash, alopecia, photosensitivity reaction, erythematous rash, pru¬ 
ritus, abnormal pigmentation, seborrhea, dermatitis, skin ulceration, acne, skin discoloration, verruca. Psychiatric: depression, 
anxiety, somnolence, nervousness, appetite increased, amnesia, abnormal thinking. Metabolic and Nutritional: hypertriglyc¬ 
eridemia, increased alkaline phosphatase, dehydration, increased creatinine phosphokinase, increased LDH, glycosuria, 
hypokalemia, cachexia, thirst, acidosis. Immune System Dysfunction: moniliasis, bacterial infection, Pneumocystis carinii 
infection, viral infection, infection, Herpes simplex, sepsis, abscess, fungal infection, Herpes zoster. Urinary System, hematuria, 
urinary tract infection, nocturia. Liver and Biliary System, abnormal hepatic function, hepatomegaly, hepatitis. Vision, retinitis, 
abnormal vision, photophobia. Platelet, Bleeding and Clotting: thrombocytopenia, purpura. Cardiovascular, General: abnormal 
ECG, heart murmur, hypertension, hypotension. Application Site-, injection site pain, injection site reaction. Neoplasms: 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. Male Reproductive, epididymitis, penis disorder, inguinal hernia. Hearing and Vestibular: earache, ear dis¬ 
order, decreasing hearing. Endocrine: gynecomastia, male breast pain. 

The types and incidences of adverse events reported in an open-label, extension trial and in a single, foreign trial, for up to one 
year, were not different from, or greater in frequency, than those observed in the primary, placebo-controlled, clinical trials. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and symp¬ 
toms of acromegaly. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations:

6 mg SC daily

5 mg SC daily 

35-45 kg 

4 mg SC daily

In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at bedtime. 
Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic treatment, 
may be effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

Each vial of Serostim 5 mg or 6 mg is reconstituted with 1 mL sterile water for injection. To reconstitute Serostim, inject the 
diluent into the vial of Serostim aiming the liquid against the glass vial wall. Swirl the vial with a gentle rotary motion until con¬ 
tents are dissolved completely. The Serostim solution should be clear immediately after reconstitution. DO NOT INJECT 
Serostim if the reconstituted product is cloudy immediately after reconstitution or refrigeration. Occasionally, after refrigeration, 
small colorless particles may be present in the Serostim solution. This is not unusual for proteins like Serostim. 

STABILITY AND STORAGE 

Before reconstitution : Serostim should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Expiration dates are stated on 
product labels. 

After reconstitution : Use within 24 hours after reconstitution with diluent. The reconstituted solution should be stored under 
refrigerated conditions (36° - 46°F/2° - 8°C). 

Sterile Diluent, 1 mL (Sterile Water for Injection, USP) should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Avoid 
freezing vials of Serostim and Sterile Diluent.

Chop

JH lien Wood fights stereo¬ 
types. Not only as a gay 
i i man, but as a martial artist. 
Don’t make associations between 
violence and karate, or any of the 
many martial arts. Like the name 
says, it is an art. Got that? 

The successful dentist, who 
recently worked on the 
Board and Uniform Com- iJ 
mittee of Team San Fran¬ 
cisco, has been studying 
karate and other martial arts 
for over 20 years, including 
the Korean-style that film actor 
Chuck Norris incorpo¬ 
rates in his smash-’em- * 
up action movies. 

There goes another 
stereotype. A 35-year 
old gay man who likes 
Chuck Norris? 

“He’s a good guy!” Wood de¬ 
fends. “He’s the president of our 
organization. In movies, the tech¬ 
niques are done well, for what they 
are,” i.e., more realistic than his 
comic contemporary Jackie Chan. 

But it wasn’t easy getting into 
karate, despite Wood’s under¬ 
standable appreciation of the 



great god of all martial artists, 
Bruce Lee. “I wanted to do karate 
lessons when I was a kid, but my 
parents couldn’t afford it when I 
was in school.” He credits his step- 
dad, who had a brown belt, with 
encouraging, and financing, his 
passion. He progressed so quickly 
that he started teaching at 17. 

Wood’s first Gay Games expe¬ 
rience was in Vancouver in 1990. 

“I didn’t know too 
much about it, just 
signed up and 
went.” He competed with 
over 100 other queer athletes 
for the first time. * 

“It was really great, but very 
atypical for the normal 
tournaments in many 
ways. Mosdy when you 
go to a tournament 
there will be beginners 
and a few black belts. 
Usually women are about 10 per¬ 
cent of the competitors.” 

At Gay Games, though, 
women comprise over 60 percent 
of competitors. By 1994, in New 
York, the event had grown to 250 
competitors. “It was quite exciting 
to have 2,000 spectators.” The 
level of competition is Very high. 
Men’s and Women’s events are

separate, except in the weapons 
category. 

But don’t expect any behead¬ 
ings a la Ninja Warriors Part 15. 
“You don’t hit each other,” Wood 
explains. There are a series of 
competitions and self-defense 
events as well. 

What kind of turnout does he 
expect'in Amsterdam? “The Dutch’ 
have always had people and have 
done really well,” he said. “The one 
thing that will happen at this 
Games is that in several European 
countries there’s a system of com¬ 
peting. The World Karate Federa¬ 
tion encompasses five Japanese 
styles popular in Germany and 
Holland. The karate tournament 
only includes five styles.” 

This may explain what some 
see as a confusion of listings. With 
30 sports, three of the categories 
are martial arts or karate. The 
other two categories, Judo and 
Martial Arts, will encompass 
Judo, Weapons, Sport Sparring, 
and Self Defense. 

“Most of the other styles

would not have been able to com¬ 
pete,” explained Wood. “So we pe¬ 
titioned to have an open style. 
What they gave us was a karate 
tournament and a martial arts 
tournament. If you compete in 
karate you can still compete in 
martial arts.” 

Empowering seif-defense 

Wood was pivotal in creating 
the International Association of 
Gay 8c Lesbian Martial Artists, 
which, among other things, helps 
to expand the definition of events. 
“The philosophy is based on in¬ 
clusion, gender parity, and open¬ 
ing opportunities for people with 
disabilities, bringing as many peo¬ 
ple in as possible. 

“The group kept growing, so 
we developed brochures and all 
that. In 1994 we had such a suc : 
cessful tournament and seminars 
that we wanted to insure that 
quality was passed on in future 
Games, so we became a non-prof¬ 
it, with a board of directors.” 

Since then the IAGLMA has a 
seat on the Federation of Gay 
Games, and helps develop other 
gay sporting events, such as the 
recent 1996 Berlin tournament at 
EuroGames, and the Philadelphia 
Pride Fest in 1997. 

They’ve also done several self- 
defense workshops for the queer 
community. But despite the asso¬ 
ciation that martial arts may be 
more popular with queers, due to 
the fact that they are often more 
subjected to anti-queer violence 


and want to defend themselves, 
Wood stresses the difference be¬ 
tween the art form, self-defense, 
and the violent movie stereotypes 
about martial arts. 

“There is some overlap but, 
most gays and lesbians are inter¬ 
ested in self-defense. I think it em¬ 
powers people. They don’t feel like 
they can be victimized. At least 
they feel they have an option, and 
are therefore less likely to be vic¬ 
timized. For gay men, our concern 
is being seen as wimps. Like with 
the wrestling and boxing, there’s 
gay people doing karate. I think it 
sends a good message out there. A 
lot of people have felt alone doing 
martial arts and couldn’t let their 
instructors know.” 

What does he think of other 
martial arts like pancrase and 
more hybrid, media-created fights 
and events? “They serve a pur¬ 
pose. People like to see the differ¬ 
ent styles. People are starting to 
see what works, situations where 
there aren’t any rules, adjusting 
their training accordingly. 

“It has fostered the stereotype 
that martial arts are violent, or 
that training in martial arts you 
will get hurt. They think, ‘I don’t 
wanna get the crap beat out of me 
by an instructor!’ But people of all 
ages can do it.”

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Medical group rejects gay docs 


Getting on boat'd

n a decision highlighting the 
difficulty lesbians have obtain- 
ing adequate healthcare, the 
American College of Obstetri¬ 
cians and Gynecologists (ACOG) 
has rejected a request by the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association 
for exhibit space at ACOG’s an¬ 
nual conference. ACOG, with over 
37,0.00 members, is the nation’s 
leading group of obstetricians and 
gynecologists. 

“They were rejected with 
many others and for the same 
reasons: they are primarily inter¬ 
ested in soliciting physicians to 
join their group,” AGOC’s Public 
Information Officer, Greg Philips 
told the B.A.R. ACOG guidelines 
state that a group may be denied 
exhibition space if it is a special 
interest advocacy group intend¬ 
ing to use the exhibit to “only 
carry out membership recruit¬ 
ment.” 

“It’s very frustrating,” Phillips 
said regarding inquiries by the 
press into the matter. “They make 
it sound like they were rejected 
because they’re a gay group.” 


According to Sue Rochman, 
communications director at 
GLMA, her office made repeated 
attempts to get a letter explaining 
why they were being denied exhi¬ 
bition space. Rochman told the 
B.A.R. that on March 3, five 
months after GLMA requested 
the letter, “they faxed us saying, 
‘your service would not benefit or 
be of interest to the majority of 
our membership.’ That to me does 
not say we’re rejecting you be¬ 
cause we don’t allow you to re¬ 
cruit members at all. 

“We had a number of conver¬ 
sations with them. When they 
told us they didn’t want us solicit¬ 
ing physicians, we said, ‘That’s 
fine, we also want to get informa¬ 
tion about lesbian healthcare out 
to your members.”’ 

GLMA’s Board or Directors 
convened in Miami on March 7, 
calling for a meeting with ACOG 
President Vicki Seltzer, MD, and 
voted to formally request that 
ACOG’s decision be reversed. “We 
are outraged that a physicians' or¬ 
ganization dedicated to improv¬ 
ing women’s healthcare would not 
understand the importance of ed¬ 
ucating its members about the 


specific healthcare needs of les¬ 
bians,” said GLMA President 
Michael Horberg, MD. 

The Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association is a San Francisco- 
based national organization of 
gay and lesbian physicians with 
over 2,000 members in all 50 
states and 12 countries. GLMA’s 
goal is to combat homophobia 
within the medical profession and 
to promote quality healthcare for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans- 
gendered patients. 

“Lesbians often don’t obtain 
gynecological services because 
they fear encountering homopho¬ 
bia from their gynecologists, and 
their health suffers because of 
this,” explained Jocelyn White, 
MD, a GLMA board member and 
Co-editor of the Journal of the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion. “ACOG’s mission is to edu¬ 
cate its members about all 
women’s health issues, yet their 
decision to reject GLMAjshows 
they are willing to ignore the 
medical needs of millions of 
women. Lesbian patients expect, 
and deserve, more.” ▼

he award-winning gospel

While coming out ended his 
previous ministry, it opened the 
door to his leadership of the choir 
at the Sacramento MCC, and gave 
the choir an unexpected opening. 
Because of his history with musi¬ 
cal ministry, Minner was invited 
to bring his new choir to a presti¬ 
gious gathering of 26 top North-

ern California gospel choirs last 
October, at which they received 
an award for “Excellence in 
Choral Performance.” 

“They don’t like to call it a 
competition, since they’re all 
churches” Minner explained.

'Love and Death 
on Long Island' 

by Gary Morris 

T homas Mann is not exactly common source material 
for today’s filmmakers, even at a time when the work 
of once-untouchable classic novelists like Jane Austen, 
E.M. Forster and even Virginia Woolf is being hauled onto 
screens in multiplexes across America. So Love and Death on 
Long Island, adapted from a minor novel by British film crit¬ 
ic Gilbert Adair, comes as a bit of a surprise. While not a di¬ 
rect adaptation of Death in Venice, the film is unmistakably 
a cut-rate revamp (with a dash of Lolita ), tracking the pa¬ 
thetic progress of an unrequited, indeed barely expressed, gay 
love affair. This time John Hurt stands in for repressed old 
queen Gustave von Aschenbach, and Jason Priestley offers his 
doughy charms in a teen-idol reincarnation of the transcen¬ 
dental Tadzio. 

The film, written and directed by Richard Kwietniowski, 
opens in autumnal colors, with stuffy Brit academic Giles 
De’Ath (get it?) emerging from the pain of his wife’s death 
into a modern world that he’s always steadfasdy ignored. This 
“erstwhile fogey,” as one of the newspapers calls him, acci-

The entertainers on this most 
GLAMArous of nights were noth¬ 
ing if not an eclectic bunch. 
Fred Hersch tinkled 
some tasteful bars of 
Rogers and Ham- 
merstein on a baby 
grand, and 

Marieann Meringo- 
lo performed a pop 
standard with subtle 
beauty. “It’s a little 
slow but I kinda dig 
it,” opined a certain 
fag rocker who 
thinks grunge is 
still the latest . As if to placate said 
philistine — and everyone else 
who’d found the proceedings a bit 
short on drama — onto the stage 
flew club artiste Kevin Aviance, 
who got the first standing O of the 
evening for his orgasmically fre¬ 
netic performance. Later in the 
show came The Murmurs, whose 
Leisha Hailey is k.d.’s current 
squeeze. The M’s, who get our vote 
for lesbian garage band of the year 
(unfortunately not an official 
GLAMA category), played their 
three chords with inspired 
vengeance.

Who won on this most 
GLAMArous of nights, you ask? 
Tom Robinson snagged three 
awards (and you thought the ‘70s 
were over), for Male Artist of the 
Year, Out Song, and Out Record¬ 
ing. His recognition must have 
been for being a highly visible for¬ 
merly gay performer — he’s been 
living with a woman for several 
years. The program described 
Robinson’s vocals as “wizened,” 
which left the singer-songwriter 
baffled. “I guess it means I’m get¬ 
ting old,” he told Out There.

named Female Artist of the Year 
and also won for Video of the Year 
(for “Leviticus: Faggot”).

ometimes a theater piece is 
just magical. The lights 
come up, the character be¬ 
gins to speak, and right at that 
moment, the audience is mesmer¬ 
ized. Such is the effect of Lisa 
Kron’s new monologue, 2.5 
Minute Ride, currently playing at 
the Magic Theatre. 

One of the founding members 
of the Five Lesbian Brothers, Kron 
has paid several visits to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Most recently, she appeared 
with the Brothers in Brides of the 
Moon, and a few years ago, she 
performed another monologue, 
101 Humiliating Stories, to great 
success here. Where the group 
performances are boldly satirical, 
her solo work is far more subtle 
and eloquent. 

In 2.5 Minute Ride, Kron takes 
a journey in search of her father’s 
essence. At 74, the retired lawyer 
lives with his wife and family in 
Lansing, Michigan, and is just as 
proud of his lesbian daughter as 
he is of his straight son. Although 
he has always been a part of her 
life, Kron feels as though she 
doesn’t really know him. 

In 1937, at age 14, he was part 
of the Kindertransport Project, in 
which endangered Jewish children 
were evacuated from Germany to 
save them from Nazi persecution. 
What little information the fami¬ 
ly has recovered indicates that his 
parents were eventually murdered 
at Auschwitz. During the process 
of her journey, Kron takes her fa¬ 
ther there, as well as to his home¬ 
land for the first time since he left. 
Throughout the monologue, 
Kron relates incidents that oc¬ 
curred during this trip and juxta¬ 
poses them with an annual fami¬ 
ly outing to the Cedar Point 
Amusement Park in Sandusky, 
Ohio, and with her brother’s wed¬ 
ding to his online girlfriend in 
New York. 

Ironic perspective 

Kron’s father’s life is fascinating, 
and in living it, he has developed 
an ironic perspective that is hard to 
disagree with. In one of the most 
moving stories Kron retells, her fa¬ 
ther served as an interrogator of 
suspected Nazi war criminals after 
the conclusion of the War. One of 
his suspects is an alleged Gestapo 
agent with a tough constitution. 
Only after great physical depriva¬ 
tion does the man crack, but what 
he still doesn’t understand is how 
everything he was taught as moral 
and right could possibly have been 
so immoral and wrong. “If I hadn’t 
had the good fortune to have been 
born a Jew,” Kron’s father con¬ 
cludes, “I could have been that 
man.”

It is this simple but ironic ap¬ 
proach to life that Mr. Kron re¬ 
lates to his daughter again and 
again. 

In spite of its seriousness, the 
play never gets depressing. If Kron 
has inherited one trait from her 
father, it is this same gift for irony. 
Great chunks of the play are sim¬ 
ply hilarious, including the details 
of her brother’s wedding, and the 
family’s journey to the amuse¬ 
ment park. 

The title of the piece comes 
from the length of time it takes to 
ride the amusement park’s Mean 
Streak roller coaster. Kron rides 


with her elderly father and nar¬ 
rates the harrowing experience. 

“Two point five minutes is a 
really long time on a roller coast¬ 
er if you’re having a good time,” 
she explains. “If you think the ex¬ 
perience is killing your father, it’s 
a really, really long time.” 

Upon disembarking at ride’s 
end, fearing that her father won’t 
even be able to walk, Kron hears 
the most shocking thing she has 
ever heard from him: “Let’s do it 
again!” 

In 2.5 Minute Ride, Kron has 
taken the craft of storytelling and 
transformed it into art. Using 
only a couple of chairs, a small 
table, and some terrific light tricks 
(designed by Susan A. White), 
Kron creates not just pictures for 
the mind, but the essences of her 
characters. Although earlier in¬ 
carnations of the piece utilized a 
director, now she credits only cre¬ 
ative consultant Mark Brokaw. 
Aside from rushing at a couple of 
points, her demeanor is so casual, 
her delivery so effortless, and her 
sense of purpose so clear that 
being in the audience is an expe¬ 
rience of exquisite pleasure. Y

The billboards of Lucky Strike cig¬ 
arettes and Calvin Klein under¬ 
wear, prominent in Jon Lowe’s set* 
design, created a scenic link be¬ 
tween the two parallel stories. Live 
piano music was provided by 
David Buuck — a treat in this era 
of pervasive canned music. ▼

The twins are Siamese. Helvetica 
snuffles through the plastic tube 
in her trachea that her Scotch ter¬ 
rier has just died of second-hand 
smoke. “The tobacco company 
killed my dog!” she wails in a cry* 
that sets off a media frenzy and 
leads to fabulous prizes in court 
settlements, talk show spots, and 
product endorsements. 

Juxtaposed against this story, 
character David slogs through the 
last dregs of a stalled relationship. 
Before he and Jesse can have their 
Last Talk, though, they realize 
they have tickets to the latest gay 
theater sensation, Full Frontal , the 
play that “finally tells the truth 
about gay life.” There, they watch 
buff part-time porn stars parade 
their packages through every gay 
cliche in the book, as they strug¬ 
gle to find meaning in their own 
situation. 

High energy 

The show was driven by Mills’ 
high-energy performance of his 
witty material. This was no simple 
staged reading of a solo story. The 
production was directed by 
Dahny Scheie, who most recently 
starred in and directed Rhino’s 
Last Hairdresser, and his comic 
collaboration came through in 
the inventive staging. Whether 
Mills was climbing on top of the 
piano or stomping backstage, or 
delivering rapid-fire media refer¬ 
ences from a white plastic lawn 
chair, his characters filled the 
space, no small feat in a theater 
space like Intersection’s, which is 
something of a cinderblock cav¬ 
ern. And Mills switched effortless¬ 
ly among a cast of thousands, 
ranging from newscaster Anita 
Garcia-Chung-King-Begyne-Beg- 
yne to Franciscan monk and part- 
time porn star Matt.

aid a woman to her com¬ 
panion as they made their 
• way up the aisle at inter¬ 
mission, “This would be fine for 
15 minutes as dinner-table con¬ 
versation.” Alas, there are two acts 
of Full Gallop, the one-woman 
play about Diana Vreeland now at 
the Stage Door Theatre, and eyes 
begin to glaze and laughter turns 
nervous as those 15 minutes grow 
into an enervating monologue. 

By all accounts, thfs same 
monologue was a captivating af¬ 
fair in New York, where Mary 
Louise Wilson made the decided¬ 
ly slight material seem something 
more by seamlessly melding with 
the Vreeland persona. Vreeland, 
the regal, eccentric editor of 
Vogue, was allabout surfaces, and 
the only route to sustaining inter¬ 
est in this is to find a genuineness 
even in the superficiality. Even 
brief clips of Wilson’s perfor¬ 
mance are mesmerizing as she de¬ 
livers Vreeland’s bon mots with 
intense conviction. 

Wilson co-authored this show¬ 
case with Mark Hampton, and 
had planned to take it on tour be¬ 
fore a Broadway revival of Cabaret 
changed her mind. The tour fell to 
Elizabeth Ashley, an actress who 
can tear up the stage in the right 
role, but who is miscast as Vree¬ 
land. The look, of course, is all 
wrong, but more than that, we are 
never able to forget that we are 
watching an actress at labor. It is 
an unconvincing performance in 
a role where the mechanics must 
not show. 

The play is set in Vreeland’s 
China-red apartment in 1971, 
shortly after she has been uncere¬ 
moniously fired as editor of 
Vogue. Between calls from friends, 
she regales us with her opinions, 
observations and philosophies 
about people, life and fashion. 
There are occasional introspective 
moments, and Ashley is some-

dentally buys a ticket to the wrong 
movie; expecting an adaptation of 
Forster, he’s suddenly faced with 
Hotpants College 2, a lowbrow 
American comedy in the Porky’s 
mode. Bored by the pizza-scarfing, 
teacher-mooning antics of the 
story, De’Ath snaps to attention 
when Ronnie Bostock (Priestley) 
appears. You see, Ronnie’s not like 
the other boys in the film — he’s 
handsome and sexy, but more im¬ 
portant, he’s sensitive, and doesn’t 
go in for the kind of rough-hous¬ 
ing the others engage in. In one 
scene that especially entrances 
De’Ath, Ronnie gets beat up and 
ends up stretched out on a counter 
in his pizza delivery uniform in a 
classic martyred-boy pose. 

Fetish tome 

Like an obsessed teenage girl, 
De’Ath begins to study his new 
idol and collect every possible bit 
of trivia on him in an album he 
labels “Bostockiana.” He at least 
has enough sense to hide this 
fetish tome from his nosy house¬ 
keeper. His passion for Ronnie has 
the welcome effect of bringing 
De’Ath out of his doldrums, but 
what has up to this point been a 
whimsical study of the minutiae 
of an old curmudgeon’s life takes 
on a darker tone as De’Ath de¬ 
cides he must meet Ronnie. Trav¬ 
eling from London to Long Island 
on the pretext of writing a book, 
he becomes a classic stalker — 
setting up Operation Ronnie at a 
local adult motel, ingratiating 
himself with the locals, and exert¬ 
ing his peculiarly British hauteur 
on his target’s trophy girlfriend, 
Audrey (Fiona Loewi). 

Eventually he does meet his 
dreamboat, and fortuitously Ron¬ 
nie is in the kind of artistic crisis 
that the sophisticated De’Ath is 


ideally equipped to help him 
through. De’Ath tantalizes Ronnie 
with the idea of abandoning the 
lucrative Hotpants series in favor 
of High Art, as in Shakespeare. Of 
course, this would entail some 
radical personal and career 
-moves; De’Ath insists Ronnie 
dump Audrey, move to England, 
and live with him in order to gain 
the benefits of an “older man’s ex¬ 
perience.” One of the film’s fun¬ 
nier moments comes when 
De’Ath labors to explain to a puz¬ 
zled Ronnie the virtues of such an 
arrangement by citing a string of 
famous queer literateurs likewise 
engaged. But alas, poor Ronnie, 
hearing “Rimbaud,” says, 
“Rambo?” 

The film gets some comic 
mileage out of its movies-within- 
the-movie, droll excerpts from 
Ronnie’s films like- Tex Mex and 
the Hotpants series. And some of 
the early humor is sweet and 
sharply observed. But Hurt is 
playing a throwback that will dis¬ 
turb some audiences — the tight- 
lipped, aging, desperate queer of 
the 1950s, lusting hopelessly after 
1990s boyflesh. The film persis¬ 
tently, but.perhaps unconsciously, 
gives evidence of De’Ath’s dark 
side — his extreme self-absorp¬ 
tion, his nasty treatment of prac¬ 
tically everyone around him — 
while also expecting us to sympa¬ 
thize with him as a tragic figure, 
since the film speaks literally with 
his voice through an overdub. But 
when the key moment comes in 
which he must face his feelings 
and lay them out — or maybe just 
pounce on Ronnie — he does so 
with the pitiful whimpering of a 
pup, eclipsing even Mann’s As- 
chenbach in the Uptight Homo¬ 
sexual department. ▼

what better at exploring those 
than at delighting her guests with 
such aphorisms as “Blue jeans are 
the greatest invention since the 
gondola,” and “Pink is the navy 
blue of India.” 

Of course, if this were dinner- 
table conversation, there would be 
no graceful escape until the last 
course was served. Theater, how¬ 
ever, provides an intermission, an

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Takashi Ishii's 'Gonin' 

Homo hitmen

1 - hy do we need a faggot?” 

asks one of the yakuza 
gangsters in Gonin. The 
“faggot” in question is one of two 
gay hitmen hired by the “Ogoshi 
Talent Agency” — in reality an ex¬ 
tortionist gang — to pick off a 
motley group of misfits who had 
the temerity to rob and assault 
them. This brutal, manga- in¬ 
spired gangster film is in fact 
loaded with faggots. The main 
character is Bandai (Koichi Sato), 
the financially strapped gay owner 
of a discotheque; his partner is a 
stylish rent boy named Mitsuya 
(Masahiro Motoki); and of course 
there are those hitmen, Kyoyo 
(Beat Takeshi) and Kazuma 
(Kazuya Kimura). But while 
there’s always room for more 
homo hitmen on cinema screens, 
this sleek but uneven film may 
have audiences, too, wondering, 
“Why a faggot?” 

It isn’t as if we see these char¬ 
acters in bed together, or do much 
else homoerotically, besides 
scream when their partners are 


shot, or engage in a sort of gruel¬ 
ing half-kiss that can only happen 
when one of the guys is dying. Of 
course, such objections are ar¬ 
guably irrelevant; in the world of 
the film, there’s little in the way of 
human connection or solace, het- 
ero or homo. 

More a string of violent set- 
pieces than a film with a dis¬ 
cernible linear plot, Gonin attacks 
the repressions of Japanese soci¬ 
ety through an ensemble of char¬ 
acters whose lives are in limbo. 
Ogiwara (Naoto Takenaka) is a 
deranged ex-corporate exec who’s 
been downsized out of the work¬ 
force and out of his mind. Jimmy 
(Kippei Shiina) is a blond pimp 
and ex-member of the Ogoshi 
gang. Hizu (Jimpachi Nezu) is an 
ex-cop who was jailed for corrup¬ 
tion. The film is populated by 
men who are “ex-” something, 
suggesting the instability of a so¬ 
ciety that prides itself on smooth 
functioning and predictability. 
Things become even more unsta¬ 
ble when Kyoyo can’t pay his debt 
to the Ogoshi gang. He’s attacked 
in his disco, bonds with Mitsuya, 
and joins forces with Ogiwara, 


Jimmy, and Hizu in a scheme to 
rib the Ogoshi gang. 

Private hell 

As male-bonding groups go, 
this has to be one of the most in¬ 
coherent in recent memory. Ogi¬ 
wara spends his time breaking into 
sudden wild dance routines (re¬ 
minding us of his wonderful be- 
wigged queen routine in Shall We 
Dance ) and hiding a gruesome se¬ 
cret about his home life. Jimmy is 
so obsessed with his girlfriend that 
when she’s killed, he becomes to¬ 


tally unhinged. Bandai and Mit¬ 
suya don’t discover their mutual 
attraction until it’s too late. In 
short, each of these characters suf¬ 
fers in his private hell, and their at¬ 
tack on the Ogoshi gang is the only 
point at which they connect, after 
which they scatter back into their 
own grim little lives, or deaths. 

Writer-director Takashi Ishii, 
who emigrated to film after con¬ 
siderable success as a manga artist, 
brings a comic book sensibility to 
these violent proceedings, which 
means a strong visual sense ap¬ 


parent in the shimmering colors, 
skewed angles, and slick neo-noir 
look. Scenes like the one where 
Jimmy, on a rain-soaked street, 
bends over his dead girlfriend, 
whose face is shown with a rain¬ 
bow of color, resonate in spite of 
the fact that these characters 
never seem real. 

Comparisons to the work of 
that other master of the homo-in¬ 
flected gangster film, John Woo, 
are inevitable. And the balletic 
gunplay, orgiastic violence, and 
coded sexual assaults on the male 
body typical of Woo are evident 
here. But director Ishii isn’t blessed 
with a Chow Yun-Fat or Tony 
Leung, larger-than-life actors who 
anchor the drama in a way that 
lets us respond emotionally to 
what we see. None of Gonin’s 
characters, gay or straight, are par¬ 
ticularly memorable or convinc¬ 
ingly tragic, and by the end, we’re 
left with little more than a few 
striking images amongst the bul¬ 
let-riddled bodies. V

' ugoslavia as an entity will 
probably never exist again 
outside the fictional frame¬ 
work of the printed page or the 
movie screen, but director Emir 
Kusturica reconstructs several 
decades of that country’s tor¬ 
tured history in his three-hour 
tour de force, Underground. The 
opening sequence starts in 1941 
with a group of drunken, horn¬ 
playing revelers and whores stag¬ 
gering down a street at midnight, 
and ends with a terrifyingly real 
recreation of the bombing of a 
zoo, with elephants and tigers 
wandering crazed and wounded 
through a blasted city. This 
chaotic movement from pleasure 
to horror is the film’s trajectory, 
its extremes brought into grim 
focus by the tragicomic adven¬ 
tures of patriotic gangster Blacky 
(Lazar Risovski), his best friend

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Marko (Miki Manojlovic), and 
an actress they both love, Natali- 
ja (Mirjana Jokovic). The film’s 
historical sweep ranges from 
World War II through the rav¬ 
aging civil wars of the post-Com- 
munist era, but the most power¬ 
ful setting is not the real world 
above, but the complex under¬ 
ground world created by Blacky 
that-symbolizes the burial of an 
entire society. 

Sarajevo-born Kusturica won 
the 1995 Palme d’Or in Cannes 
for Underground , which caused 
an enormous controversy among 
French intellectuals who are still 
arguing about whether the film 
is pro- or anti-Fascist. Such con¬ 
troversies notwithstanding, Un¬ 
derground’s passionate energy 
and unforgettable imagery — a 
naked whore running through 
the bombed-out zoo, a couple set 
on fire in a wheelchair endlessly 
circling a tree, a monkey climb¬ 
ing into a tank and shooting a

voice hitting notes higher than 
ever, no doubt the result of her 
vocal training for Evita. It’s a pop 
song, pure and simple, but with 
techno sounds in place of what 
would otherwise be drippy key¬ 
board lines. Elsewhere, things are 
more ambient and subdued, such 
as the album opener, “Drowned 
World/Substitute For Love,” 
which builds slowly, as Orbit in¬ 
troduces a cool new sound with 
each verse. The same is true with 
“Frozen,” the first single, a simple, 
eerie tune, made all the more in¬ 
teresting by Orbit’s meticulous 
layering of sounds. 

The closest Ray of Light comes 
to fulfilling its promise of merg¬ 
ing electronica with pop comes 
halfway into the record, with the 
hypnotic and groovy “Sky Fits 
Heaven.” A low, rumbling throb 
propels the number, with drum 
’n’ bass breakbeats to break up the 


all of the pseudo-spiritual allu¬ 
sions to the sun, the sky, and the 
ocean, not to mention the obliga¬ 
tory references to stars, hearts, 
and children. Yes, this is Madon¬ 
na in her Earth Mother role. And 
while she wears it well on songs 
like “Nothing Really Matters” and 
“Little Star,” both odes to her 
daughter Lourdes, the pose comes 
off as horribly pretentious on 
“Shanti/Ashtangi,” where she 
chants half the lyrics in Sanskrit. 

Overall, though, it’s not a bad 
record. Not at all. But don’t take 
my word for it. Chances are, if you 
like Madonna, you’re going to like 
this album, no matter what. It’s 
just that with its attendant mas- 
turbatory praise, I was ultimately 
disappointed to find that Ray of 
Light merely turned out to be Yet 
Another Madonna Album — al¬ 
beit one with some cool techno 
tricks up its sleeve. T 


trailblazing. Sure, William Orbit 
has done a stellar job creating a 
musical bed of electronic blips 
and sonic textures for Madonna 
to coo over. But ultimately, these 
are all still pop songs, replete with 
traditional verse-chorus struc¬ 
tures and greeting card lyrical 
platitudes — which is not neces¬ 
sarily a bad thing. 

Take the title track, for in¬ 
stance. While Orbit winds rave¬ 
like oscillating bloops all around 
her, Madonna wails, “And I feel 
like I just got home,” her assured 


tension. Through it all, Madon¬ 
na’s angelic voice keeps repeating, 
“Traveling down my own road, 
watching the signs as they go.” 
Dance music has always been 
Madonna’s strength, and this 
number showcases that. 

But most of this record is pure 
pop pap, with techno gimmicks 
thrown into the mix to make it 
sound fresh. And while it’s being 
hailed as Madonna’s most intro¬ 
spective album to date, many of 
the lyrics have a somewhat hip¬ 
pie-dippy feel to them, what with

electronic bleeps, drum machine 
rhythms, and filter sweeps as win¬ 
dow dressing. The results are 
mixed, but they do give the 39- 
year-old singer the guise of com¬ 
ing off as hip and contemporary 
— either that, or as a shameless 
bandwagon jumper, depending 
on your perspective. 

Now, granted, I have always 
been much more fascinated by 
Madonna the Icon, rather than 
Madonna the Recording Artist. 
There is no denying the fact that 
she has pop smarts — or at least 
the pop smarts to work with tal¬ 
ented collaborators. But with few 
exceptions (“Justify My Love” 
.being one of them), her music al¬ 
ways seemed to lack a certain 
edge. Even while she packaged 
herself as an envelope-pushing 
deviant, swiping elements from 
gay dance clubs (“Vogue”) and 
S&M subculture (“Erotica”) and 
bringing them into the main¬ 
stream spotlight (and there’s 
much to be said for that), the 
music itself never truly reflected 
that subversiveness. When all was 
said and done, the songs were still 
syrupy slick concoctions, ready¬ 
made for mass commercial con¬ 
sumption. Of course, that was all 
part of the master plan —but the 
fact remained that the music 
never came off nearly as fascinat¬ 
ing as the woman behind it. 

Starting to bubble 

Madonna has had a long histo¬ 
ry of appropriating styles just 
starting to bubble aboveground, 
and Ray of Light is no exception. 
While early pundits made it 
sound as if Madonna was break¬ 
ing new ground, single-handedly 
bringing electronica into the 
mainstream, the result is far less

.. hen advance buzz re- 
, vealed a few months ago 
that Madonna had been 
working with acclaimed electron¬ 
ic music pioneer William Orbit on 
her upcoming album, I actually 
got a bit excited. Supposedly, this 
new record was to be the Material 
Girl’s first foray into that hip and 
happening musical realm known 
as “electronica.” And though the 
move reeked faintly of calculated 
marketing savvy, I was intrigued 
by the possibilities nonetheless. 
After all, it was Madonna who 
wooed techno superstars Prodigy 
to sign with Maverick, her vanity 


record label. Perhaps some of their 
hard-edged techno prowess had 
rubbed off on Madonna. 

Or ... perhaps not. Although 
everyone seems to be tossing 
around the term “electronica” to 
describe the sound of the just-re¬ 
leased Ray of Light, her first album 
since 1994’s R&B-flavored Bed¬ 
time Stories, it’s certainly not the 
electronica of the Prodigy variety. 
Hell, it’s not even the watered- 
down electronica of the Sneaker 
Pimps variety. No, this is elec¬ 
tronica a la Madonna. Call it tech¬ 
no-lite. In other words, she has 
fashioned herself a fairly tradi¬ 
tional pop record — exactly the 
sort one would expect from 
Madonna — but with all sorts of

On the road again 

SF Symphony begins national tour

few short weeks since his re¬ 
turn from midwinter hia¬ 
tus, and San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas is already hitting 
the road again. This time, he’s tak¬ 
ing the orchestra with him! 

Kicking off the 1998 Charles 
Schwab National Tour last week, 
Thomas led a breathtaking per¬ 
formance of Mahler’s Symphony 
No. 6. It will serve as a centerpiece 
for the traveling repertoire and 
should bring even more positive 
notice to a musical partnership 
that has attracted much national 
attention. 

The week before, MTT turned 
Davies Hall into a recording stu¬ 
dio for concert tapings of Stravin¬ 
sky’s The Firebird. The complete 
ballet score will also feature in the 
tour, so Carnegie Hall patrons can 
hardly err, whichever bill of fare 
they choose. In three seasons, the 
maestro has forged a rapport with 
his players that is producing dy¬ 
namic concerts and terrific 
recordings, and the gorgeous Fire¬ 
bird will certainly be a critical and 
financial success. 

Soloists Jean-Yves Thibaudet 
and Richard Stoltzman will join 
the tour orchestra in works they 
have recently played here, but 
their estimable contributions can 
only give additional luster to or¬ 
chestral programs that have al¬ 
ready proved exceptional. 

Stoltzman brings his endear¬ 
ingly awkward stage presence and 
remarkable instrumental mastery 
to Aaron Copland’s dreamy, jazz- 
tinged Clarinet Concerto. It will 
serve as a slightly disconcerting, 
but entertaining start for some of 
the Mahler evenings, but will also 
be coupled more appropriately 
with Copland’s own Orchestral 


Gustav Mahler in 1907. 


Variations, which Tilson Thomas 
has recorded so successfully with 
our orchestra. 

Frenchman Thibaudet, of the 
matinee-idol looks and trade¬ 
mark red socks, will essay the star¬ 
ring role in Rachmaninoff’s Piano 
Concerto No. 4. With some Cop¬ 
land and The Firebird as added 
enticements, even superstitious 
music lovers shouldn’t fear the 
Friday the thirteenth concert date. 

Dry-eyed Mahler 

It is difficult to anticipate what 
notoriously fickle New Yorkers 
will make of MTT’s dry-eyed and 
boldly delineated Mahler Sixth, 
but if their reaction is unpreju¬ 
diced, they will be rewarded with 
a moving experience. 

The legendary Carnegie Hall 
acoustics should go a long way in 
smoothing the shrillness of the 
flutes and piccolos as they were 
unflatteringly heard here, in the 
persistently dry confines of Davies 
Hall. Their otherwise fine partici¬ 
pation was actually the only no¬ 
ticeable problem in a superbly 
performed event. 


It seems Tilson Thomas has 
little patience with Mahlerian 
neurosis, for his well-drilled no- 
nonsense approach allowed for 
little ambiguity and, for once, the 
troublesome score sounded re¬ 
markably cohesive. Exquisite little 
details in scoring and tenderly 
lyrical episodes were observed but 
not exaggerated, and the results 
were all the more effective. 

Audiences in Chicago at the 
newly renovated Orchestra Hall 
will be first to hear what Tilson 
Thomas has to say about Mahler. 
They may be hesitant, spoiled by 
all those years with their own 
great conductor, the late Sir Georg 
Solti. 

Solti had a justifiably earned 
reputation as one of the world’s 
great Mahler interpreters and 
champions, but Tilson Thomas 
has also made a life-long commit¬ 
ment to these monumental 
scores, and his interpretations are 
challenging and deeply consid¬ 
ered. 

Chicago, Washington DC, 
Long Island and New York City 
will make their assessment 
through the middle of March, but 
San Francisco has a whole Mahler 
festival to look forward to this 
summer. 

In the meantime, former SFS 
Music Director and Conductor 
Laureate Herbert Blomstedt will 
be in town for two weeks of con¬ 
certs featuring Beethoven, Ned 
Rorem’s Piano Concerto, and the 
Bruckner Symphony No. 5. ▼

Blue Period releases 'Product'

Ipi: lue Period neatly sums up its 
ethos on “Rock Star,” a song 

• from the local band’s re¬ 
cently released debut CD, Product. 
“Jump off the bed and strike a 
pose,” sings Blue Period frontman 
Adrian Roberts. “Smash another 
air guitar/Personality ampli- 
fied/Hey you! You’re a rock star!” 
The song celebrates loud guitars, 
tight, shiny pants, and studied Pete 
Townshend moves. But the whole 
rock star trip is satirized as much 
as it is celebrated on the track. To¬ 
ward the end of the number, 
Roberts says in his best bored and 
jaded rock star voice, “Yeah. Hello 
Cleveland. Um, are you ready to 
rock ’n’ roll?” You can almost see 
his eyes roll. 

Blue Period love dressing up 
and being onstage, but they don’t 
take any of it too seriously. This 
was obvious at the band’s recent 
CD release party for Product at the 
Paradise Lounge. The show began 
with a ’50s-style pitchman in a suit 
and fedora taking the stage to enu¬ 
merate the reasons why the audi¬ 
ence should buy Product. (“It gets 
you laid!” he enthused at one 
point.) Eventually, copies of the 
CD were tossed into the audience, 
along with such Product tie-ins as 
Blue Period stickers, T-shirts, 


breakfast cereal, game cartridges, 
and even underwear with the 
band’s logo stamped on the crotch. 

In keeping with the CD release 
party theme, Roberts took the 
stage in a black mini dress 
trimmed with rows of compact, 
discs. Cute androgyne Roberts is 
the undisputed fashion plate of 
the band, but keyboardist PF, in a 
yellow feather boa and matching 
Dutch-boy wig, and turquoise¬ 
haired bassist Swirly Rat Jr., in a 
sparkly polka dot jacket, weren’t 
easily outshone. (Drummer Matt 
Chaikin and guitarist Christopher 
Hogan opted for a more low-key 
look on this particular evening.) 

Notes on camp 

With all the time and attention 
the band puts into fashion and 
Blue Period paraphernalia, you 
might think their music is just an 
afterthought. Think again. Like 
Redd Kross in their mid-’80s 
prime, Blue Period marries a 
campy image with an aggressive, 
non-campy rock ‘n’ roll sound. 
Okay, so maybe the music on 
Product — straightforward ’90s 
alt-rock mixed with some amus¬ 
ing ’80s New Wave flourishes — is 
a bit camp. In fact, it was probably 
the campiness of New Wavey 
numbers like “Bleed,” with its 
falsetto la-la-la-la chorus, and 
“Monster,” with its big beat and 


spooky synth lines, which made 
them two of the audience favorites 
at the Paradise Lounge show. 

The members of Blue Period 
were clearly enjoying themselves 
at this show. If there was a mo¬ 
ment during the set that Swirly 
Rat Jr. wasn’t smiling from ear to 
ear, I didn’t see it. But probably no 
one was having more fun than 
Roberts. As a performer, Roberts 
is a winning combination of the 
rocker and the queen. One 
minute he’s lunging around stage 
a la Henry Rollins, and the next 
minute he’s gesturing floridly like 
a cabaret diva. 

Toward the end of the night, 
Roberts carefully scaled Chaikin’s 
drum set in his chunky, four-inch 
heels and then leapt gracefully to 
the front of the stage. It was a 
move he’s probably practiced a 
million times in his bedroom 
since he was a teen. But then what 
is Blue Period all about but play¬ 
ing out those kind of teenage rock 
star fantasies? T

ing off with Benjamin Pierce and 
Cyril Pierre. Far from being put 
out by this display of Sapphic sis¬ 
terhood, the guys too dance with 
each other, doing air turns while 
being lifted. Kudelka may some¬ 
times hint at more profundity 
than he is able to deliver, but this 
double pas de deux had the audi¬ 
ence buzzing, especially since Cis¬ 
neros and Maffre are both such 
queenly objects of desire. 

Box set 

The other premiere on Program 
IV, similar to Some Women and 
Men in its lack of conventional love 
relationships and its despairing ni¬ 
hilism, is Slow, set to a minimalist 
organ-and-strings score by Brit 


Walzer, one of the first piano bal¬ 
lets and Mr. B’s most deliquescent 
work. Four singers and two pianists 
(one piano) are crowded stage 
right, while four couples dance to 
Brahms’ Love-Songs Waltzes, Op. 52 
and Op. 65. The piece is nearly an 
hour long and all in 3/4 time, yet it 
is never boring or monotonous. 
Balanchine’s invention is so fertile 
that between the two opuses he 
changes the women from satin ball 
gowns and high heels to tulle “Syl- 
phide” tutus and pointe shoes, al¬ 
lowing the dance to become more 
theatrical and idealized. 

Pierce tossed Maffre around 
with abandon. Joanna Berman ra¬ 
diated mature sex appeal in 
Damian Smith’s stalwart arms, 
and Sherri LeBlanc was all shy an¬ 
ticipation with the handsome 
Legate. There are still a few glitch¬ 
es in the presentation. The second

Graham Fitkin. In a dark box with 
concealed exits upstage that give 
the dancers the appearance of ma¬ 
terializing or disappearing at will, 
choreographer Val Caniparoli 
posits a world in which love is ei¬ 
ther cheap, casual, or tragic. No¬ 
body escapes the malign will that 
seems to emanate from a slowly 
eclipsing planet hanging above the 
stage. Sabina Allemann has one 
frustrating encounter after anoth¬ 
er. David Palmer exhausts his sex¬ 
ual energy tearing around the stage. 
Stephen Legate and Nicole Star- 
buck couple exhaustively in a pas 
de deux that mines only l/l()00th 
of the eroticism of the hot Legate- 
Lucia Lecarra duet in Balanchine’s 
Agon two evenings previously. 

Most deliquescent 

That all-Balanchine program, 
Program III, also included the S.F. 
Ballet premiere of Liebeslieder 


scene does not dissolve into a star¬ 
ry sky as stipulated by the choreo¬ 
grapher, and the audience seated 
at the far left has to peer through 
the singers too much of the time. 

Yet if you are willing to surren¬ 
der to its fragrance, Liebeslieder 
Walzer is a heady romantic experi¬ 
ence that will be worth repeated 
viewings. With some adjustments 
in lighting and casting — I was not 
happy with the faceless fourth cou¬ 
ple, Julia Adam and Roman Rykin 
— it could become one of the com¬ 
pany’s most enduring pleasures. ▼

Black and Blue by Anna 
Quindlen; Random House, $23 

hen Anna Quindlen gave 
Iflf up her regular opinion 

column in the New York 
Times some years ago to write fic¬ 
tion, I was one of the many who 
objected to her decision. There 
were, after all, plenty of novelists, 
but only one columnist of the skill 
and perspicacity of Anna 
Quindlen. 

Her first two novels, Object 
Lessons and One True Thing , were 
very fine, but not worth the loss of 
her regular newspaper appearances. 
I ought to have had more faith in 
someone I admired so much. With 
Black and Blue, Quindlen takes her 
place as one of the great novelists of 
this century, in a book so rich, so 
moving, so brilliantly composed 
that it serves to change the face of 
the novel forever. 

Quindlen’s narrator is Fran 
Benedetto, whose marriage to 
Bobby Benedetto is a tale of hor¬ 
ror and humiliation combined 
painfully with infrequent rapture 
and occasional bliss. Beginning on 
the morning that she chooses to 
take their son and flee her hus¬ 
band’s brutality, Fran tells the 
story of her life, of meeting Bobby, 
being wooed, and learning that his 
seductive voice was an appalling 
cover for his always cocked fists. 

“The first time my husband hit 
me I was nineteen years old.” With 
that blunt opening sentence, 
Quindlen establishes a universe in 
which memory can be a weapon 
or a shield. The narrative is not 
linear, but rather constructed in 
the way of late-night conversa¬ 
tions between old friends, with 
one thought sparking another, 
leading to a new understanding or 
renewed confusion. 

Quindlen provides fascinating 
facts about a national under¬ 
ground for women who know 
that divorce is not something that 
they are likely to survive, who re¬ 
alize that only by disappearing is 
there a chance for life, for them¬ 
selves and their children. Fran and 
her son, Robert (and consider the 
volumes of information supplied 
by the fact that her husband is 
Bobby, but their young son, old 
beyond his years, is Robert), wait 
at the train station for the first in 
a series of strangers who will help 
them to vanish. “No planes, Patty 
Bancroft told me when we first 
talked on the phone two weeks 
before. Plane trips are too easy to 
trace. The women she helped 
never flew away; they were not 
birds but crawling creatures, sup¬ 
plicants, beaten down. Trains, 
buses, cars. And secrecy.” 

A new life 

When she is given her new 
identity, Fran, now Betfi Cren¬ 
shaw, must look at her own life to 
discover just who she is when the 
choices are all up to her. The old 
Fran “was always watching and 
waiting, scared of her husband, 
scared he would turn on her, hit 
her, Finally knock her out for 
good. Scared to leave her son with 
no mother to raise him, only a fa¬ 
ther whose idea of love was bring¬ 
ing you soup after he’d broken 
your collarbone.” How Beth con¬ 
structs a new life, without the an¬ 
chors of family and friends, is an 
important part of this novel. 

A life in hiding means a life of 
secrets, of lying. Fran realize? how 
much she misses having just “one 
good girlfriend. ... I remembered 
how much that friendship had

meant to me, that way 
you could just open 
your mouth, sitting 
on a bench in the 
park, lying across 
your twin bed, 
standing over a sink 
in the girls’ room, 
pulling the phone 
into the closet — 
just open your 
mouth and let 
your whole self 
out.” 

To suggest, 
however, that Black and Blue is 
only about domestic violence, to 
limit it to plot alone, is to do the 
gravest disservice to the book and 
its author. Quindlen explores 
identity as her main character ex¬ 
amines why she became a battered 
woman and how she found the 
will to redefine herself, to save 
herself, to risk all in order to re¬ 
gain her own life. Her characters, 
and rarely has a first-person nar¬ 
ration included so many vivid 
characters, are brimming with 
complexity, with life. So authentic 
is Fran Benedetto that halfway 


through the book, 
I found myself 
wanting to call her 
to see how things 
were going, and 
thinking" that I 
couldn’t call her be¬ 
cause I didn’t know 
her phone number. 

When Thespis 
stepped out of the 
Greek chorus 2,500 
years ago, he changed 
drama forever. With 
its powerfully delin¬ 
eated themes and its 
extraordinary style, Black and Blue 
forever changes the face oHiction. 
This is a stunning novel, one that 
raises questions about the very no¬ 
tion of self while offering a look at 
the creation of that self that is 
painfully personal, potently polit¬ 
ical. That Quindlen does all of 
these profound things with a novel 
that is as entertaining a read as I 
can remember is more testimony 
to her skill. I will always miss 
Quindlen the columnist, but I 
would not trade a century of her 
columns for Black and Blue. ▼

I f you had 
the mis¬ 
fortune of 
being among 
the throngs of 
people who 
braved the 
rain and long 
lines at the 
Legion of 
Honor muse¬ 
um this past 
weekend to catch the end of the 
Harlem Renaissance exhibit, then 
hopefully you were able to squeeze 
through the crowds and into the qui¬ 
eter downstairs gallery where the new 
exhibit Treasures of African Art from 
the Tervuren Museum is showing. 

For the armchair traveler in us all, the 
Tervuren collection offers a seven dollar 
round-trip ticket to the heart of the dark 
continent. With 125 treasures, comprised 
of ceremonial masks, wood statues, 
weapons, coffins, pipes, musical instru¬ 
ments, and ceremonial cups and staffs, 
this exhibit offers a fascinating glimpse 
of the cultures that flourished in the area 
that is now the Republic of Congo. * 
The Tervuren Museum in Belgium 
is world-renowned for the meticulous¬ 
ness with which they catalogue their 
artifacts, having specialists who deter¬ 
mine everything from the tribe and 
date to the exact types of wood used in 
each piece. This is apparent in the ex¬ 
hibit, with most pieces in the collection 
accompanied by a placard of useful in¬ 
formation, so that everyone can leave 
knowing their nkisi from their nkondo. 
There is also an introductory room 
which shows videos and photos of the 
Congo, gives information on the in¬ 
digenous cultures, and even has sever¬ 
al pieces available as “touch art.” 

The works in this traveling collec¬ 
tion were selected for aesthetic value, 
rarity, age (most date from 1890 to 
1940), exceptional dimensions, and 
materials. The size of the exhibit 
makes it possible to compare the re¬ 
gional differences as well as stylistic 
variations in the many pieces. The 
awesome beauty of the work, com¬ 
bined with the wealth of ethnograph¬ 
ic information, gives the collection a 
perfect balance between art show and 
anthropological exhibition. 

The wood-carved statues are the 
most noteworthy part of the exhibi¬ 
tion. Called nkisii they were believed to 
be animated by spirits that could hunt 
down wrong-doers, as well as protect 
the village and chieftains from evil 
spirits. It is not hard to imagine how 
horrifying these figures would be in 
their natural environment, whichfis 
perhaps what gives the collection a 
slight touch of melancholy. Looking at 
the collection through plate glass in a 
museum, one cannot help but be re¬ 
minded that the colonial powers 
which so painstakingly archived these 
Central African cultures were at the 
same time dismantling them. ▼

A rage to live

No Lease on Life by 
Lynne Tillman; Harcourt 
Brace and Company, $21 

Ipll age fuels Lynne 
(Haunted Houses ) 

1. Tillman’s fourth 
novel, No Lease on Life. 

That incendiary emo¬ 
tion belongs mostly to her 
main character and central focus, 
Elizabeth Hall, an East Village res¬ 
ident and part-time proofreader, 
who spends a great deal of her 
time looking — or, more accu¬ 
rately, glaring — out the front 
window of her apartment. 

Elizabeth is like some latter-day 
Roderick Usher, trapped in a 
noisy, violent world that constant¬ 
ly assaults all her senses. Unlike 
others in her orbit — her 
boyfriend Roy, for example — 
she’s constitutionally incapable of 
ignoring these nonstop jabs to her 
psyche. Her solution to this mad¬ 
ness is to dream up inventive and 
hilariously gory ways of dispatch¬ 
ing the insidious “morons,” as she 
prefers to call them, who lay waste 
to her world: “She wanted to use a 
crossbow and steel arrow, much 
easier to buy than a gun, entirely 
legal, no waiting period. But cross¬ 
bows had just been on the news, 
and she suspected that everyone 
would be buying them, the way 
everyone suddenly bought red 
I eyeglasses. Maybe she was too ex¬ 


hausted to be 
unique, but she 
would take severe 
satisfaction in 
shooting an arrow 
right into a guy’s 
head — right 
through the middle 
of it, between his 
eyes or from one ear 
to the other. He’d 
look like a comic 
book character sport¬ 
ing that goofy toy par¬ 
ents bought for their kids years 
ago. Made them look like they’d 
had their skulls split in half.” 

The author masterfully takes 
us through 24 hours in Elizabeth 
Hall’s frenzied, anxious life, from 
one sleepless night to another, 
where our hero eventually winds 
up pulling the sheets over her 
head in vain anticipation of a visit 
from Mr. Sandman. Her day is a 
series of sometimes painful, 
sometimes humorous, sometimes 
poignant and sometimes scary 
encounters with city bureaucracy, 
the homeless, the police, her dry 
cleaning, friends and decidedly 
offbeat acquaintances, among 
others. Through it all, Tillman 
doesn’t miss a beat, managing to 
keep up a ceaseless flow of inci¬ 
dents, observations and, yes, jokes 
that never allow the pace to flag. 

No Lease on Life is a terribly 
up-close and personal examina¬ 
tion of urban angst and fury. It is 
also a funny, frightening and ut¬ 
terly brilliant tour de force. T
